The Proeess Traced from the Ore to the 
Vinlshed Nails In the Key. 


Vpon entering the works the first 
thingy which strikes one is the arrange- 
ment of the puddling furnaces, they 
being built so as to form a housw 
square.

WATER CRESSES. 


How to Secure an Incidental Income With- 
out Much Trouble. 

Water-cress is a very desirable crop 
| for market, as well as for home use, 
under those conditions which favor its 
growth. Its) pleasant and pungent 
Navor and its heallhfulness make it a 
favorite condiment in the winter and 
early spring, when other fresh, green 
fruit is scarce. Itis an aquatic plant 
and grows best in clear, running spring 
water, althongh it nay be grown in or- 
dinary garden soil. Where the spring 
water is so warm that it will not freezo 
in the winter, and where the beds may 
be covered with sashes, 2 very protita- 
ble winter crop may be cut, or, at Teast, 
a very early sprung cutting ean be 
made, which will sell ata lvgh price. 
As much asa dollar a basket has been 
the price in the winter season, and 
3eventy-live cents a basket is a com- 
mon price in the sprng. ‘The writer 
has taken a basket from one foot in 
leneth of a four-foot dit. h in one eut 
tne; and this lirst crop repaid four 
times over the whole cost of the plan- 
tation and = the sa-hes which cov- 
ered it. A wet swamp, with 
a osandy bottom, is) an execel- 
lent place for a ytantation, DD tehes, 
four feet wide and about eighteen 
inches deep, are cut through the swamp, 
heading in the springs; and wherever 
other springs are found along the 
course of the ditches, it is advisable to 
lav covere] drains to them, so as to add 
to the supply of water. As little tall as 
possible should be made, with a view to 
preserving a suilicient depth of water, 
and a constant current enough to krep 
the water in motion. A’ -puce should 
be left on each side of the ditch of 
about one foot or more, to rest a plank 
upon for use in eutt ng the crop. [tis 
alvisable, in digyvinyg the dtehes, to 
throw out the muck on one side only, 
unless the banks are needed to keep 
out flood-water. which may be the case 
when the ditches are used for rearing 
brook trout —an addition to the culture 
whreh is easy and protitable. ‘The tish 
feed upon the insects and mollusks 
which gather upon the cress. aud help 
to keep the plants free from these 
marasites, and clean, It is necessary to 

muve the ditehes smooth and level, so 
that every part shall be kept covered 
With water. 

To keep up the supply of water ina 
dry season, and to shut out high water 
in the spring and fall, a gate having 
| water-tight jom:ngs is built in the diteh, 
| This should be substant ally made, or 

it will give much trouble. A’ eross cut 
| should be made in the diteh, to receive 
the frame, which is so lirmly bedded in 
the bottom that water will not work 
jout nnder the sill. Boards are driven 
down inte the bottom closely enough to 
make a tighl joint, and sl des are na led 
to the frame in wheeh the «ate is titted. 
A strong gate should be built at the 
jontiet of the ditch, to heen ort 
| back-water from the stream, or surhace- 
} water from plowed lands. wh eh worl 
Fearry in mond and spoil the crap for the 
season. As the bedi is lin shed, begin 
jningat the hotiom and workmz up 

ward, itis to be planted. ‘The plant: 
are cuttings. wh eh shonldt be earefulls 
made from old beds. ‘Theee are pushed 
into the anndor mud, about a foot apart 
cach way, all ever the bed, and will 
soon cover the ground: or. the 
jbed may be seeded by sawing the 
seed in the mud. as tae diteh is ma le, 
and tramphng it in. An easy way to 
cut the diteh is as fellows: the 
man begins at the outlet, and

|} The cress is placed ina sniooth, even 
laver in the basket. and one layer upon 
another, until the basket is rounded up, 
when two s(rines are tied across the 
top and the baskets are packed in erates 
whch hold one dozen each. or are 
packed in the wagon box for market.— 
American Agqricaliurist.

This practice tends more than any 
other to turn the Day of the Lord in- 
to a day of dissipation, to use it as an 
occasion for breeding intemperance, 
While we hope that Sunday laws on 
this point will not be relaxed, but 
even more rigidly enforced, we im- 
plore all Catholics, for the love of 
God and of country, never to take 
part In such traffic, nor to counte- 
nance or patronize it; and we not 
only direct the attention of all pas- 
tors to the repression of this abuse 
vut we also call upon them to induce all 
of their flocks, that may be enguged in 
the sale of liquors to abandon as soon 
as they can the dangerous trafic and 
to embrace a more becoming way of 
making a living.”’ 


The Administration and the Tariff 
Question. 


A Washington despatch tothe New 
York World professes to throw light 
upon the attitude of the administra- 
tion toward the tariff, but only serves 
to render the doubt on that subject 
yet more dense and impenctrable. 
According to the World, the admin- 
istration will adhere closely to the 
declaration of the Chicago platform. 
As that platform has never yet heen 
interpreted alike by any two Demo- 
crats, and rarely twice in the same 
sense by the same Democrat, the 
people will not get much satisfaction 
out of the announcement that the 
President will adhere to it. 


We are told, however, in another 
part of the interview that the admin- 
istration will favor ‘ta modification 
of the existing tariff laws and the re- 
organization of the tariff upon a rey” 
enue basis with incidental protec: 
tion.” This is quite as clear and 
unmistakable as the utterance of the 
Chicago platform, and may be in- 
terpreted with equal satisfaction by 
Mr. Randall and Mr. Carlisle. The 
only thing definite to be gleaned from 
the statement is that the sdministra- 
tion favors a revision of the tariff and 
some measure of protection to our in- 
dustries, but as to the extent of the 
reyision to be made and the protec: 
tion to be retained we are left wholly 
inthe dark, Mr. Randall favors a 
certain amount of tariff revision and 
go does Mr. Carlisle, but whether we 
are to have the revision of Randall 
or the revision of Carlisle no man can 
gather from this aileged important 
declaration, The protection that Mr. 
Carlisle may think incidental Mr. 
Randall may regard as no protection 
at all, and Mr. Carlisle may be equal- 
ly fixed in his belief that the Randall 
idea of Incidental protection is noth- 
ing less than a high tariff heresy. 

If Mr. Cleveland shapes his policy 
on the question according to the 
views of his Cabinet, as heretofore 
expressed, Mr. Carlisle’s heart will 
be mellowed with joy ; but there are 
many reasons why Mr. Cleveland’s 
Cabinet may conclude that the pres- 
ent is not the time to throw off the 
mask put on by the Chicago conven- 
tion. Mr. Morrison declare! that the

Pickled and Smoked Meats. 


Asa rule, we keep our meats too 
long in the brine, and too rong in the 
smoke honse. This ds true especially 
of ham and side-bacon for family use. 
When meats are intended to keep all 
summer, they must, of course be 
penetrated by salt, and well smoked ; 
but for winter and early spring use, 
it is far better to salt) bybtly, and 
amoke very little. The English fare 
mers have the art of doing this a 
vreat deal better than we. In many 
cases the bacon is) only two days in 
the pickle, then dried for several 
days, and finally smoked twenty four 
to thirty-six hours--enopgh to brown 
the surface well. Such bneon is adap- 
ted to frying, not to boillng., For 
boiling, longer salting is necessary, 
and . dey salted hams are 
preferred, They are easily over- 
salted however, and it requires an exe 
perienced hand to do the work well. 
The famous Lrish bacon is cured iy 
rubbing in salt, or laying it a short 
time in wiekle, and not smoked at 
all, but simply dried in cool weather 
ina dry atmosphere. Sometimes it is 
-gimpoked tora tew hours, just to give 
itu tine color, When cooked, it is 
sliced thin and fried, and ts crisp and 
delicious beyond anything we com- 
monly get. Great quantities of choice 
hams are shipped from this country 
to Great Britain, and as we learn, are 
thus handled, They are shipped in 
just as weak brine as experience has 
shown will keep them from tainting 
on the voyage. On arrival, the casks 
are opened, and the hams thrown to 
soak in aw preat vat. When the salt 
is sulliciently drawn from the surface 
they are taken out and beaten up in- 
to their original plump form, then 
the trimmers take otf a shaving alt 
around on the flesh side ; they are ex- 
posed a day in the smoke-house, just 
to give them a golden russet tint, 
and they are then exposed for sate. 
We will warrant that slices of such 
hams, well broiled, or even fried, wild 
in every quality beat the native 
Americal home-cured article, out 
and out.—-Linerican Agriculturiss.

The 
awful ‘rub-a dub-dub’ of ttiose home- 
made drums was enough to terrify 
tnen ofstone. A similar thrill spread 
through thecommunity when anoth- 


| er enterprising German opened a but- 


ton factory and turned out every day 
several gross of Confederate mitilary 
buttons, perfect beauties, glittering 
like gold. It was impossible to exam- 
ine a card of those shining buttons 
without feeling that the success of the 
Confederacy was assured, Envelope 
factories sprang up. Men commenc- 
ed making clothing, hats, shoes, soap, 
hard-tack, candles, beer, lard, Ink. 
wagons, boats, etc. 

There were some tremendous en- 
terprises conducted by the govern- 
ment and by private individuals. 
Our foundarles and rolling mills turn- 
ed out cannon until acres of them lay 
by the railroad awaiting shipment. 
HTeavy iron plates for gunboats were 
made here. An immense wooden 
building on Decatur street turned out 
a first-class article of navy revolvers. 
Bombshells, cartridges, percussion 
caps and swords were manufactured 
inapbarently inexhaustible quautl- 
tles. The whole town looked likean 
arsenal.' 

Even the lighter and ornamental 
industries flourished, False teeth 
were made 4y millions. Jewelry 
was tnade, fans, ornamental feathers 
for plumes, etc. Cigars, candy, can- 
teens, knapsacks and pocket-books 
were among the manufactures. Some 
of the factories, and all the big flour- 
mills were kept ruooing alglit and 
day.

PARIS SEWERS. 


Interesting Description of the Muat Pore 
ject Sewage tyatem in the Workd, 

The sewer we first entered is about 
fourteen feet high and sixteen feet wide. 
The masonry appears to be of the most 
substantial kind and every care is takes 
to keep these sewers in the cleanest pos- 
sible condition, They look Lke under. 
ground raitwaye or like the tunnels of 
any surface ralroad passing through 
mountains, Arehed overhead there is 
a flat projection at each side, and be- 
tween these two projecttons there is: a 
‘trenen five feet deep and four feet wide, 
To-day the trench was uenrly fall of 
water, The little cars for tourists span 
this trench, and the men who push them 
run along the ledges at each side, which 
are abont three feet wide. Overhead is 
aniron pipe abont three feet indiameter, 
in which runs filtered water for drink- 
ing purposes, and another smaller pipe 
filled with untiltered water for street 
cleaning and general use. [t was cheer. 
ful information whieh one of the men 
gave us, that should either of these 
pipes happen to burst while we were in 
the sewers it would be useless to try to 
escape, as the mere pressure of air 
within the pipes was so tremendous that 
it would kl us all immediately. ** But 
there is no danger,” he sad. the iron is 
nearly three inches thick. They will 
not burst." pon the top of the 
sewers ure all the telegraph and 
telephone wires of Vars, and the 
streets, therefore, are not distigured with 
poles and wires. The-e wires are com- 
pletely insulated so that even thouch 
when in heavy rains, or when the sewers 


j are thushed for cleansing. they mav be 
‘touched by the water, the electric cur- 


rent is not atfected in the least. After 
aride of about a mile on these little 
cars we reached a place where we were 
changed from cars ta baats. These 
boats are about ubout four feet wide 
and twenty feet long, and are pulled 
niong with ropes by men whe run along 
the narrow ledges at each side.

RUBBER ADULTERATIONS. 


Hartful and Polsonous 
ployed by Ruhber 
urerna. 

Rubber is at present largely aduttere 
ated so as to make it cheaper. The 
overshoes and boots made of this 
material are adulterated with finely. 
ground burned potter's clay. of whieh 
it can stand as much as 65 per cent. 
Without los ne its fitness for the tur 
pose. The adulteration is harmless, 
only the mater al is not so strony, and 
shoes or boots. insterd of 
lnsting several seasons. as the 
old fashioned dittle non adulterated 
material, searecely last) one season, 
as they tear very easily and holes 
very soon wear in’ them, While 
the pure rubber is) stronger than tho 
best leather, the aduaterated rabber is 
less strong than the worst leather. 
Rubber hose and sheet rabber are usually 
adulterated with soapstone. ‘This wives 
a lighter color tothe mater’al. while the 
burnt-elay adulteration leaves it) dark- 
colored whieh.is preferred for shoes, 
But some adulterations are hurtful, be- 
ing poisonous in their nature Sueh_ is 
the adulteration with zine-white, which 
makes the rubber very light-color-d, 
and is used in the rubber for nursing- 
battles and children’s toys. ‘The etlects 
of zine poisoning on the system are 
scarcely less alarming than lead poisons 
ing, Some time ayo, says the Menus 
facturer and Builder, a \ittle child in 
‘Pennsylvania died from chewing a 
paper collar, which, [ke snany paper 
collars, was prepared with zine-white; 
and cases are nowon record where 
children haye become sick from keen- 
ing rubber toys in their mouths, So 
miny cases of Zine poisoning from the 
white nipples of nursing-bottles have 
already occurred, that the use of zine 
in them has been mostly abandoned. 
These rubber nipples, or dolls, when 
laid in vinegar, become covered with an 
incrustation of zine acetate. In one 
“ase, in 0.75 gram of a doll 0.49 gram of 
zine oxide was found (over 60 per cent.) 
In subjecting sueh rubber objects toa 
red heat, 62 per cent, of ashes rema ned, 
while the ashes were yellow while hot 
and heeame white on cooling, whieh is 
the characteristic behavior of zine oxide, 
called zine-white, In another case, in 
a doll warranted harmless. 58 per cent. 
of ashes was obtained, mostly all zine 
oxide, Several chem.eal journals are 
now calling attention to these facts, and 
it isto be hoped that it will etfect an 
amelioration in the consciences of the 
manufactnrers. — Boston Journal of 
Commerec.

A MICA MINE. 


_—_- 


Deseription of the Famous Ledge at 
ton, New Iamphshire. 

The chief attention at Groton, aside 
from its mountam = seenery, is the mica 
mone, opened something more than a 
year ago and now operated by a large 
force of men, The ledge ia really a 
larve hillo? solid rock. composed in the 
recntar order, after the covering ot 

} is removed -quartz, mica, feld- 
spar and quartz, mica, feldspar avain 
and ayain, down through the hill to an 
uneertain depth. ‘The work of blasting 
has been carried forward here until an 
open drft has been cat three hundred 
feet long. at least forty feet wide and 
not much less than tifty feet deep. 
Branching off fronr this cut is a tunnel 
now aboutseventy feet lon and twenty 
high. drilled horizontally into the ledge, 
Sinall iron tramways lead to the 
“damp,” and little ears, pushed by 
hand, carry the refuse rock out of the 
way. ‘The mica crystals, of all sizes, 
from an inch across to more than two 
feet in their larger axis, protrude from 
sides and from above and below, with 
their planes at every conceivalbe inell- 
nation, waiting for some well-placed 
charge of giant powder to free them 
from the mass of worthless rock in 
whieh they are imbelded. These 
crystals vary from the size of one's 
hand to blocks two feet in’ length 
and from = six Inches to a foot in 
tnickness, and are rapidly split into 
sheets by a croup of men seated on low 
stools. The thin sheets are carried 
from thia group to a long line of men 
standing at benehes, who cut them to 
the largest possible patterns with tin- 
man’s shears. ‘The market value of 
mica depends on the size of the sheets, 
and it is here that one first understands 
the real character of the work that is 
going on around him, for these sheets of 
mica, seven or eight by nino or ten inch- 
ex, bringin the market no less than tifteen 
dollars a potnd., ‘The smaller portions 
vary in value from five dollars a pound 
up. Bervls abound, and some valuable: 
gpectnens have been quarried here, In 
the roof of the covered drift was one, a 
perfect hexameter, two feet of which 
had been laid bare, while each end was 
still imbedded in the rock. It would 
be a inagnileent specimen if it could be 
eut out whole. but the mining company 
fs not seeking beryls, and some day, 
probably, a blast that has been arranged 
with reference to a mica erystal will 
throw the beautiful specimen shattered 
to the tloor of the tunnel.

Tillage and Fertilization. 


Tillage must follow manure. Ma- 
nure must precede tillfgo. ‘Tillage is 
the process by which plant food is di- 
gested in the soil, and the more thor- 
ough it ia the more rapidly the process 
of digestion is accomplished. Conse- 
quently tillage is an exhanstive process. 
How does it accompl sh its effect? The 
very method in which it acts proves 
how it exhausts. Porous earth is one 
of the most active oxidizing agents 
known. Itis by this oxidiz he action 
tnat it deodorizes and causes tho rapid 
decomposition of dead matter. Tho 
more it is stirred the more this ox- 
idkzing action is stimulated. But tell 
the owner of worn down, poor land to 
tll his soil, and what fs there in it for 
the tillage to act upon? He may, as 
with a whip upon a jaded horse, get 
one expiring eHort from his soil, but it 
only hastens the end: and so tillage of 
rich land without inanure is like the 
constant hard work of a line condi- 
toned horse that is not fed. Tho 
harder it is worked the sooner it will 
drop and die in its harness, from starvae 
tion. So with soil; tie farmer who 
feeds it and gets it into good condition 


}and then relies upon tillage to keep it

THE SILVER DOLLAR. 


How tho Bullion Becomes the Glit- 
tering Coin. 


“There's millions in it,” said Colonel 
Sellors, lookihy at the Pyited States 
Treastry bu lding in Wash neton, “and 
millions after it.” he conctnded. In the 
work of keeping the millions in’ it. 
which the millions after it are cou- 
stantly deplet:ng. the Philadelphia Mint 
fis the chief avent. and to this end 
turned out ada ly averaze of 100,000 of 
those lirge white coins to which Wash- 
ineton Irving gave the title of co uAl- 
mighty”. afterwards disclaiming all 
fmpions intent in its manufacture, when 
the phrase beeame as widely eirentlated 
as the token to which he applied it. 

Divided only hy the leneth of a short 
corridor of the Chestnut and Juniper 
Street ‘Femple of Mammon from the 
rotunda ante-room, where the crowd of 
hopeful or hopeless faced people hang 
on the favor of the new Superintendent, 
is a small stone paved courtyard, open 
as courtyards are to the air, AL around 
the wills of inclosure are ranged crates 
of merchandise. The erates are pad- 
locked and made of the stoutest of wire 
netting, This, their central position 
and the guard by day and night 
are the only protection of the 
erates of | merchandise. From the 
action of the clements they have and 
need no more defense than piles of 
iron. Yet in each of the half dozen 
crates were piled one day last: week,

hath, thereby raising a continuous hiss- 
ing which wraps the giant's existence 
in a mystie ¢ oud of sibilation. 

The fect of the visitors clanged over 
iron ;rratings at every step of their way 
from the bullion court into the penetra- 
lia of the Mint. Colonel Maurice ex- 
plained, as he saw them looking down, 
why the grating was there, -'The bits 
of silver that fall through there,” he 
said, “to the cement ter on whieh the 
grating rests amount, when swept up, 
to the sum of S2o,000a vear. If the 
grating wasn’t there you'd carry a quite 
appreciable amount of (Government 
property outon your boot heels.” 

The visitors passed down into the 
cellar on the tirst elevator erected in 
Philadetphia. Cellars must have come 
high when the Mint was built, for there 
was a remarkable economy in digging 
it. It is not a common, ordinary that 
cellar, but.a coneave pit. When you 
stand in the middle of it the tloor runs 
up hill so abruptly on both sides of you 
that vou can see no higher than the 
knees of the man who is standing at the 
door, Down these the bags of coin are 
pled like potatoes. The visitors, how- 
ever, did not come down to sce these, but 
merely toevamine into the topping ma- 
chine, whose operat.ons on the gold 
side of the melting-room had exeited 
their curiosity. They only beheld an 
soo-ponnd thhwheel inaking only a few 
hundred revolutions a minute and send- 
ing a shaft at a still slower rate of 
speed up into the tlooring. Then they 
reascended and reinvestigated the top- 
ping machine. It is the most sullen. 
morose, malevolent looking bit of 
enginery ever looked at. Perhaps it 1s 
its resemblance to the guillotine whieh 
makes it look so. It is a straight. 
heavy stecl shaft running up from the 
flooring and constantly bobbin up 
and down with a reluctant sort of mo 
tion, ‘There is a square hole in the up- 
per end oof it. and in the upper sde of 
the hole isa knife. ‘This bobs solemnly 
up and down past a stiConary bench ia 
which is another knife. A workman put 
the end of an ingot half ano ineh thick 
into the space between them as the bob- 
hing knife went up. Down it eame. br 
off the half-inch of precious metal as a 
knife cuts cheese, and spat it into the 
iron basket underneath. The move- 
ment is very slow. Tt dos not strike 
one as being very foreible. It is simply 
awfully relentless, with a look of 
erm orel’sh for an eternity of morose 
bobhing and biting, ‘The worknian fed 
his sulky pet varions tid-b.ts of 
precious metal, and talked about. its 
tehievements. It would bite ofl, he 
said, all its jaws could hold. that is) to 
say. two inches ot cold metal. without 
need of purchase or momentnm, but 
simply by that irres stible dragging 
foree from the Ilvwheel. It ¢hewed ol! 
the top of another workman’ finger, 
one time, he said. and before the artist 
left he stuck theend of the pencil whieh 
sketched the topping machine into its 
jaws. and had that chewed aff) too. 
The use of the machine is to eni the 
ends of the ingots otf straight when 
they come wedge shaped from the 
moulds, 

The visitors followed an 
the coiners’ department. The ingot has 
in its name, with its suggestions of 
treasure galleons and buccaneers, about 
all the romance there isin the nomen- 
elature of money. It has in’ itself tifty 
dollars’ worth of silver prepared by the 
melter for the coiner’s use, the shape 
of a bar twelve inches long. two inches 
wide and half anitneh thiek, tt has a 
rapid, varied and rather trying experi- 
ence before it is on its wav] into dollar 
shape. The first room in the eoiners’ 
departinent was full of artisans rolling, 
drawing. cutting and milling the ingots, 
Through <1eer force iso the first of the 
coiner’s art exere sed oon the ingot. 
That which the visitors had followed 
was inserted between the jaws of two 
hnge rollers and slowly went throngh a 
process of degintition down an iron 
threat. ‘Twelve Umes it has to ge 
throuch this ordeal, the pressure being 
inereased by the narrowing of the space 
through which the ingot passes bya 
sixteenth of an ineh each time. It is 
then twice its former length and so re- 
duce:Lin thos press that when split 
the medifle the two bars whieh are pro- 
dueed are just the thieknes- of a dollar. 
The rolltes process imparts a heat te 

the metal which neeessitates the use of 
handling jt. and a brittleness to over 
come which another trip to the furnace 
is required, 

Some coiner of imperial Rome was 
donbtless a louce time at hammering out 
Judas’ thirty pieces of silver, The 
machine which was working across the 
room from the rollers, eut out in’ the 
minute which the visitors looked at it 
just eight) times as many pieces as 
Judas sold his Lord for two hundred 
and forty, all told using up in the 
rrocess about ten bars of metal whieh 
mul been heated in a furnace anc 
straightened ina drawing machine 
before they reached the entter. 

“Hs like a girl cutt ng out cookies.” 
said Colonel Mauriee as he watehed the 
big machine chanking silver like a 
greedy boy. Each bar of cutting was 
bent in three folds by a workman asthe 
machine linished with Ht and stowed in 
a box fora return to the eters. Then 
the milling machine was set whirling. 
It is a thick cirenlar plate of steel, with 
grooved edges revolving Ina cireular 
hoop of steel with its inside edves also 
grooved, A  crist of the metal disks 
from the entter was dropped into a 
tube, of whieh the hottem was the 
spree between the whirling and the 
stafonary grooves. “Then the milling 
machine began seattering the disks 
from a sht in its cireudlar sde. The 
sks, when they came out, had a raised 
edee oneactsside, They began to lo rk 
Hike dollars. Very dull ant ziue tke 
looking dollars they were, however, 
Thevisitors followed) them into an al 
joining room, where they were plunce | 
into an acid bath and then place} inte 
a revolving wre cradle wth a quantity 
of hot sawdust. There they were left, 
turning Dbreehter and more dollar-line 
every moment.

The Varlogs ftroptements Ursa 
In Gamesw of Chance. 
In one of the tall enses in the Nation- 
al Mnseum are displayed various im- 
plements, some of very rude and prim- 
itive workmanship, ilustuat.ag the 
zames of chance played among the 
North Ameriean Indians, When the 
ftomprehensive plan of the musenim has 
veen fully earried out. the evolutou of 
zambling from its rudest forms to its 
highest development an the intrieate 
“lay-out of a modern black leg will 
be fully lustrated by tie exlub ton of 
the implements used. Amoug the most 
curious of the exhibits illustrating the 
games of the savawes are packs of piay- 
ing eards collected among the Apache 
Indians. These cards are made of dried 
kking or parchment, and are about the 
size of the ordinary playng cards in use 
in every whist-playing family, The de 
Viees upon them have been rudely 
drawn. The numbers of the cards com- 
posing a pack and the character of tne 
devices indieate that they ace of 
Spanish origin. Prof. Ots “PT. Mason 
the curater oof the  seetion ot 
ethnology, recently received from 
ale, Romero, Mevxiean Min’ster, 
several qaack oof curds of the kend 
known as Barco onaeards such as have 
heen in tiee among the Spaniards and 
the aslexieans many getlersttons.

They play a number of 
games with them, some like simple 
games that are played with our cards 
‘old maid.’ smugszins’ and the Eke, and 
they had a game also like enehre, Now 
they use cards such as we nse, which 
they have obtained from the settlers 
and others.” 

“Here isa curious came. remarked 
the professor pointing to a little cube of 
done having a square hole through its 
centre, This is suspended by oan 
elastic sinew which keeps it bobbing up 
and down.”

The language of the natives of the 
Conzo country is called Favott, and is 
dificult to acquire that he 
knows of only one Luropean who had 
mastered it: sifieiently to nnderstand 


‘it, thoneh he can speak but very Ettle 


of it. Hoappears to be composed of 
short words which, in the rapid manner 
of sneaking. seein to be run together, 
and each seutenee to consist of a longer 
or shorter componnd word. Tt is eapa- 
ble of strong emphases, and is quite: ex- 
pressive, but the natives are net given 
to gestiodation even when talking 
excitedly, excepting always the feticharo 
or fetteh man when dealing ont danina- 
tron fo transeressors, ‘The trouble in 
aeswring the language appears to be 
the general unwillingness of — the 
natives to teaeh itto white men. It is 
said. however, that some of the Portus 
gucse who are born and: raised there 
have acquired the Iangnage, and speak 
it as Huenth as natives, In their inter- 
course, the blacks are generally polite 
toward one another, and have great 
respect for old aze. Ths is as true of 
the people of the Rast as of those of the 
West Coast of Afriea, But the const 
people of the Congo are nesther indus- 
trios nor sober. When the Portugne so 
thrst estabbshed trade statious on the 
Congo, they taught the peonic to drnk 
rom, and this is now aoouniversal habit 

none them. In their nat.ve villages 
med settlements the men wll not work 
in cultivating the soil bul spond the 
time in hunting, war and sneho amause- 
meats as their country attords oppor- 
tun tes for pursuing ~and drinking runy 
or gi when they ean get it. 

When they hire out to the European 
traders, the natives are good workers, 
but a certain proportion of their 
monthly pay is stipulated to be ram or 
gin. They Ire out, agreeeng to stay a 
year, at the eml of which time they re- 
turn to their tribe. where they have a 
grand jamboree. They bring home the 
liquor by the cask, two or three men of 
the same village frequently comcning 
‘tovether in the ownership. and wien 
they arrive it is the sywnal for all their 
relatives to reeewwe them with joy and 
gladness, When the liquor is tanded 
the King or chief is first served with his 
share or tax cf it. Then a certain 
ainount is sold to procure meat and rice, 
or perhaps more frequently these arti- 
ies are purchased with other com- 
mostities brought from the factories, 
and the feast begins When the re- 
turned men and their friends drnk and 
george, gorge and drink, until thea en- 
tire store of earnings is exhansted — the 
orgies lasting longer or shorter, accord 
ing tothe amount brought home and 
the number of helpers: that aid in con- 
suming it—-then they return once 
more to the monotony of hard work 
at the factories. ‘The men of two 
tribes—the Cavindas and the Krobeys 
—are prine pally employed hy the 
Duteh, Enlish and Portnguese faetors. 
They are physically a strong ond hardy 
race of men, and make splerndit sailors, 
and, barring some drawbaehs, good 
servants, 

lake all aboriginal people the Congo 
blacks are very superstibous, but to 
What extent they believe ina’ future 
state ean only be conjectured. ‘They 
believe in the ex stence of good and bad 

ts, Witeh they heleve are all) the 
time hovering around, and when one of 
them dies they belLeve that hs sp rit or 
soul is seized by either the gool or the 
had spirite. and earried aways to become 
one of therm Tlenee, when a nat ve is 
dying. his friend. come arowid, tie off 
guns and make horrible noises, for the 
purpose of frehtening off the evil 
spirits. What effect thes mas have on 
the wood savrits fs not state 1. 

The r reLwions © remonies are not of 
avery high order, being mostly of a 
propitiators natare or for the purpose of 
ward ne olf danger, disease, ete. and 
here the fetieh plavs an importank part. 
They do not make human sacrifices like 
the Ashantes, but when they want any 
favors from the invisibles they br ng a 
goatora chicken to the detieh man to 
de sneriiced. and are given in return 
an amnlet or eharm, or fetteh, as they 
call it. The teteh is the terrble, the 
unknown power, at once the persecutor 
or the avenger, according as its power 
is invoked or rejected. This the present 
informant illnstrated by an anecdote. 
The Duteh have a factory at Banana 
point, whieh is approached hy two 
roads, one on each shore side of the 
narrow peninsila, On the boundary line 
ot their property, on each read, a 
watch-honse was established, to regu- 
late admittance from the outside, 
But the  Inaborers, servants and 
sailors from outside came in 
in such onnmbers, and gave so 
much trouble by getting drink and 
creating disturbances, that the agents 
linally thought if best to make fetieh. as 
it is termed, on the boundary line, They 
employed a fetieh man to make fetich, 
This cons’sted tirst in brngeng lis fetceh 
or idol on to the Line. nrikine figures in 
the sand around it. and fonrishes or 
signs around and above i with his 
hands aud arms, and thea taking a 
chicken, entting ifs head ov and sprnk- 
Eng the blood aretnd.

Tn about 
twenty four hors’ time tie news of 
what iad) been done spread) far and 
wide, and so etlectually didlo! frechten 
the natives that they eeased to go to the 
Duteh factory town thereafter unless 
they had) business there, “They sup- 
posed that if they passed that Ine and 
made any trouble. they woulbl be sub- 
jeet to the penalties of the fetich, what- 
ever they might bes and they were no 
doubt all the more terrible beeante their 
precise nature was uot known. One of 
the chief tses of fetich by the factors 
on the Congo 4 to recover stolen articles 
of value, for unless tne loss be consider- 
able it often costs more to recover it lw 
th’< means than it is worth, though the 
thet has invariably to pas the eost of 
prosecution if he can be held too it.

SHOEMAKING. 


A Trade Which Flourlished Long Before 


St. Chispio’s Tome, 

Rude drawings were scen on the 
walls of Thebes (B.C. 1105) of shoe- 
makers performing theirtasks showing 
the trade to be extremely ancient as 
well as eminently respectable: and we 
read in Homer of princes manufacturing 
their own shoes. ‘They have been made 
of various material—hides, flax, silk. 
eloth, wood, iron, silver and gold—and 
inereat varety of shapes, plain and 
ornamental. Among the Jews they 
were wade of leather, linen and wood. 
Soldiers made them of brass and iron 
tied with thongs. To put olf the shoes 
was an act of veneration. The Asiat es 
and bavptians wore shoes made out 
of the bark of the papyrus. Among 
the Greeks the shoe yenerally reaches 





to the midleg. like what we now 
eall ‘boots.”” Ladies, as a mark 
of dstinction, wore sandals—a sort 
of loose shoe. something like the 
molern slipper. ‘The Roman shoes 


were cf two kinds. the caleeus, which 
eovered the whole foot, and the sovla, 
which covered only the sole, and 
was fasiened with thongs Ladies of 
ank wore white and sometitnes red 
shoes: other women wore black. In 


the ninth and tenth centuries the 
greitest jirinees of — Enrope wore 
wooden shoes, or wooden soles in- 


atead, fastened with leather thongs. In 
the eleventh century the upper part of 
the shoe was male of leather and the 
sole of wood. ‘The Saxons wore shoes, 
ersuch, with thongs. In the year logo, 
in the reign of Will:am Rufus, the great 
dandy Rovert was called * the horn: t," 
becatse he wore shoes with long points, 
atniled, turned np and twisted Ike 
horns. Shoes of this kind beeame fa h- 
fonable, and the toes continued to in- 
erense in length until, in the lime of 
Richard TL. in 1890, they had attained 
such an enormous extent as to be fast. 
ened to the garter by a chain of silver 
or gold.

Then 
there is Rubidium. worth =.0700 per 
pound; Zviconium, 87,200; Lithium, 
87,000, and so on down front 5.400, 
the value of Glucinm, to S400, the value 
of Chremium. next above gold, which 
is worth $320 per pound. Between 
gold and silver there are e.ght metals 
varying from *Z20 per pound to s0z2— 
silver itself being worth but S20.) Be- 
low silver there are six metals, ranging 
from *16 to ninety-tive cents per pound 
—this last being mercury, the cheapest 
of all.—AMidland Industrial Gazette.

NothIng New Under the Sun. 
The New York Natlon. 

Modern reformers are often depres- 
sed ty the sudden discovery that not 
only the practices which they xtrive 
ngninst are of old dale, but so also +re 
their own supposed tewly-invented | 
methods of dealing with them. From 
the late publication in England of 
“The Court Leet Records of the | 
Manor of Manchester” we learn that | 
some devices for dealing with the | 
drink question whieh appear among 
late legislation have in fact the pre- 
scription of three centuries. For in 
stance, in 1560 it was ordered, under 
the penalty of ten shillings, that per- 
sons shouid not brew beer to sell 
“unless they be able to make two 
honest beddis.”” Here we have our ; 


familiar three-bed-inn license provi- ; 


sion, not xo long since produced as 
the best fruit of nineleenth-century 
wisdom, more than 400) years ago 
flourishing, but doubtless speedily 
decaying asin ourown day. More- 
over, it was ordered in 1573 hat a 
drunken person should be tined, and 
if unable to pay “the good man or 
good wilte of the howse wiere he 
coutynued drynking’? was to be 
muleted in his stead. This again is 
in spirit, or even in terms, identical 
with modern measures which have 
been either adopted or proposed, 
Such resurrections as these are, as we 
haye said, often depressing to tne re 
forming mind. Whether they rightly 
are so, or should not rather be stimu: 
lating, is another question, or in fact 
is no question, because the recorded 
history of human experience ought 
to be part of every retormer’s mental 
turniture. Ile should protit: in his 
vocation by men’s failures as much 
as by any other thing, or perhaps 
even more than by any other. Un- 
fortunately the reforming tempera. 
ment, being necessarily fervid, is im- 
patient of waiting and study, and 
prefers to invent a starting: point for 
the mere pleasure of beginning. The

PEANUTS. 


Tloem the "Pyspenpstn Breeders Are Calth 
vated In the Virglnt« Veaaut Regloa. 


The peanut section of Virginia com- 
prises the counties on the south side of 
tho James River, from Norfolk to 
letersburg, these two cities being the 
principal markets and shipping pleces. 
This crop, and tobaceo, are the mouey 
crops of Southside Tiuewater, Virginia. 
dn April the spare time of women and 
children, and on rainy days that of men, 
is spent in popping, that is, in eracking 
the hulls of the nuts to sot the peas. 

An acre of land requires about ono 
and one-half bushels of peanuts in the 
shell, and is supposed and said to vield 
from forty to one hundred bushels an 
acre, but the experience of the writer, 
living in the upper, or Petersburg sec- 
tion, shows that from twenty to sixty is 
abetter and truer estimate. Soil for 





peas must be loose, and recuircs lime; | 


if deficient in that, it must be ayplied. 
Marl, which is abundant here, though 
dillicult to get at. is an excellent substi- 
tute and often extensively used. It is 
scattered over the pea land, then plowed 
in: then the land is harrowed, ridged 
(ridges being two feet, eight inches 
avart) and “dotted.” A ‘dotter™ is a 
wooden wheel, lifteenorcighteen Inches 
in circumference, with‘a knob protrud- 
ing; it is run over these ridges, levelling 
them slightly, and leaving a hole 
wherever the knob strikes. luto every 
hole a pea is dropped, being thus evenly 
planted. at © proper distance Apart. 
The first planting is done from the 
tenth to titteenth of May, usually, except 
in late seasons like this, whea it is later. 
When tie little, bright, yellow blos-om 
appears in June the plant sends down 
nnd out “pags” or roots. and atthe end 
of each pag a peanut is formed, in start. 
ing, being but a soit protuberance, hke 
utiny potato. 

After the last working in July they 
are ict alone till Oeteber. A plow is 
then run through the niddie of the row, 
tearing them out. ‘Vhe hands follow 
after picking up the vines to shake the 
chagine ground from the pags and 
nuts. ‘They then stacked sround 
poles, four ‘ks ina row, as a rale, 
each stick being about five feet hich. 
‘hen they stand about two weeks to 
cure, Alter curing. a process often de- 
laved by wet weather, Viren make the 
exposed peas on the ott-ide of the 
shock bleck. and often mouldy, they 
are picked off. The pea-picking time 
in November is a merry time for blacks. 
They oniv get twelve and a half cents a 
Invhel. but they make tho most of it.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Evidence 
crops out that the President will have 
more opposition to his appointments 
from Democratic Senators than he 
will have from the Republicans, The 
Republican Senators will make no! 
factions opposition. *Factious” is a 
word frequently beard nowadays, | 
and by it Is meant that so lony as the | 
President does not deliberately turn 
out a Republican whose term of oflce 
has not yet expired and give his 
place to some Democrat for no other 
season than party guin, the Repuh- 
Iicans of the Senate will not make 

“any fight against confirmation of the 
nominations. Where the tenure of 
office law has been violated it may 
be depended upon that the nomina- 
tlon will not be easily confirmed. On 
the other hand, some Democratic 
Senators, Vorhees, of Indiana, for in- 
stance, have boldly announced their 
intention of devoting their energles 
to secure a repeal of the Civil Service 
Jaw on the ground that it is uncon- 
stitutional In limiting the power of} 
the President in dictating his nomi- 
nations for office. 

Democratic Senators do not like it 
because the President is likely to 
consult the views of Republicans 
somewhat before sending nomina- 
tions to the Senate. It is his purpose 
to request any Republican Senator 
who knows of any objection to a 
nominee appvinted during the recess 
of Congress to come to the White 
House and state why the nomination 
should not be made, Any change 
the Republican Senator may make 
will be duly considered and Investi- 
gated, and if found to be true the 
nomination will not he rent to the 
Benate. The President has stated to 
the Republican Senators that he will 
try to select fhe hest men in every 
case, and to that end he wants the 
advice of Republicans as well as 
Democrats, This intention on the 
part of the President recalls the ex- 
pression of Mills, of Texas, In the 
Tiouve last winter, when he describ- 
ed Mr. Cleveland as the Democratie- 
Republican President, It Is evident 
that the feeling of those who oppose 
the civil service law cannot long he 
kept under after the seasion of Cun- 
gress begins.

CALIFORNIA GIANTS. 


4A Road-Bed In the Tree-Topra—A Round 

Stump Used for a KRitehen—Crawling 

Through a Knot-lole, 

The “Vie Trees’ of California have 
n world-wide reputation. There are 
two kinds of these wondertul trees, 
both of which belone to the genus 
Sequoia, and are remarkable for the 
gre’ size which they ntiain. Tie 
coast redwood is confined to the coust 
raige of mountains, while the mam- 
moth trees are mo-tly found on the 
western slope of the Sierra Nevada 
The former is by far the most valuable 
treo for lumber and for building pur- 
poses in the Stale. It has a marvelous- 
ly straneht trunk, not usually branch- 
ing lawer than one hundred or one 
hnndred and fifty feet from the ground, 
and its lovely creen foliage makes it a 
tree of beau vo as well as of use. It is 
alto remarkable for its height, many of 
the trees racing skyward from two 
handred to three hundied feet A good, 
old-fashioned deacon from the East de- 
scribes this tree in the following tuan- 
ner: 

Finding himself standing for the first 
time at the foot of a coast redwood, 
he said “that he wished to see its 
height with bis own eyes, and that 
he had to look up tareo tues in 
Ruccession in order to do so, each 
time taking in as many fact aa he 
thonght he cught to to lind the top, 
which was neurly three hundred feet 
above the round.” 

The 1edwood ix tenacious of life, as 
§s shown in the numerous «prouts whieh 
shoot up aronnd the edge of a decayed 
atump. The color of the wood is brown- 
jah-rec, and the lumber, in drying, hae 
the pecul arity of shrinking in length 
instead of in width, as in pine. This 
tree attains Ita greate-t perfection with- 
fa the fog-belt near the Pacitic Ocean, 
and its extreme height is probably ow- 
ing to the eflcct uf rich soil cumbiued 





with irrigation from the dense mists, 
which, in the summer, often envelop 
the redwood forests. 

In Mendoe-noe County, private rail. 
roads, afew miles in length, aro used 
for transporting the immense amount 
of lumber from the woods to the coast 
Iz Senoma Conuty, an original and 
successful piece of radroad eng. necring 
is found, which is noth ue Jess tuan a 
rogdilod in the treetops. Betwoen 
Clipper Milly and the redwood forests 
isa deep ravine. In order to cross the 
Tavine, the trees ae sawed off on a 
level cach side. and the timbor and ties 
are laid on the stumps. Two huge red- 
Wood trees stand side by side in tne cen. 
ter of the ravine, with their tops cut of 
s‘veul\-live feet above 
The e make a substantial central sup- 
port, and cars heav ly laden with huce 
saw-loys pass over this bridge in per- 
fect safety. 

ihis county also boasts of -everal ex- 
tremely tall trees, one of which is said 
to be fourteen feet in diameter aud 
three hnudred aud forty-v.ght feet in 
height. Another is claimed tu be nine- 
teen feet in diameter and three hundred 
and fftv-seven feet high. 

The dittle Baptist Chureh of Santa 
Rosa, the dimeu-ions of which are tifty- 
six by minety-six feet, wis wholly bu-lt 





from the redwood tree, and many 
shingles from the giant were left after 


its completion. 

Tho pleasures of camp life are appre- 
ciaced by numerous Californian., and 
an old) redweod stump is sometimes 
found very useiul as a temporary kitch- 
en. ecrten person, wr.t.ug froun one 
of these canis, says: 

“nr kitchen isa redwood stump, 
measuring exactly forty-live feet rouad 
and neary twenty-live fect across the 
widest part. ‘The fire is in the center, 
and aright roval camp-lire it makes at 
nigit, when we sins ty the notes af the 
ather, or Fsten to the owl or wildcats 
stirring in the bitsnes.”

A 
pavilion is erceted over the stump of 
one gant, whieh has a chameter of 
iwenty-three feet, and in one direction 
of twenty-four feet: its annual rings on 
the section, besides an imperfect centr, 
are twelve hundred and tifty-ive: in- 
deed, it has beea discoversd that any 
of the mammoth trees indicate an ave.- 
age of over two thonsand years.

The question may well came hame 
to catfte breeders and owners alt over 
thecountry: “Will it pay me tokeep 
common stack when 1 can buy fall 
blood atsuech a slightly higher price ? 
The autumn sales haveaveraged very 
low, and tmny who have been de- 
terred frem seiling, are very willing 
to kell at low prices at private sale. 
Farmers, who have never kept fuil 
blooded stock, can hardly expect to 
get high price for stock which they 
may raise, Tney will think perhaps. 
that It Is hecause They are not in the 
ring, or have not influence. That Is 
not the reason. High-priced atock 
havea repotation, which gives value 
to their progeny. A few days ago, 
an eight-months ball calif sold for 
three thousand dollars, not because 
of his Intrinsic value, bul on account 
of the remutation attached to bis ped- 
igree, adiied to his own good quall- 
ties. Ile Is the son of the Jersey cow 
Princess zu. a cow credited with hav- 
Ing male forty-six pounda, twelve 
ounces of butter in one week, and his 
sire Is Black Prince of London, a 
ball, combining more famous blood 
elementa than any other we know 
of, except his sons. Princess 2d ix 
dead, so there will he no more bull 
calves of that breeding. There may 
be many just as good. It is no reason 
why a farmer should not secure a 
good full-blood bull, heeause he can 
not at ones realize high prices for his 
calves, If he knows they have meril, 
that should satisfy him. Sappose in 
a berd of twenty fairly good cows we 
Introduce a good full-blooded ball, at 
a cost of one hundred and _ fifty dol- 
Jara, which will secure a very good 
one. The twenty calves will prob- 
ably be half males, good for veat. 
There will probably bea gain of fifty 
cents to a dollars a head on even veal 
ealves, for halfe-bloods always fatten 
quicker and better than scrubs, and 
wenerally grow larger, ‘The ten heil- 
ers will be marked after their sire, 
will follow his dam in atrictly femi- 
mine points asa rale, but will be in- 
fluenced also by their own dams in 
whatever may huve been the line of 
their breeding. If the dams have 
been kept, and so fur as they have 
been bred at all, have been raised 
and gept with reference to their good- 
ness as tnilch cows, this trait will be 
increased in the daughters, so it is 
fair to assume, that hardly less than 
five dollars each, or tifty dollars for 
the ten head, should be added to the 
value of the calves, and credited to 
the bull. Fifty-five or sixty doltary 
or more than one-third of the price 
of the bull will be returned as clear 

profit of his influence on the little 
herd at the end of the first year. This 
$s certainly an under estimate in 
three cases out of four, as many Know 
to their profit. 

The fact is, the benefit of well-bred 
aires isso well understood by those 
who give attention to the matter, 
that it isa wonder that the farmers 
of this country, who should control 
legislation in their interest, do not 
put a prohtbitory tax upon scrub 
bulis, and: upon grade bulls too, for 
they are little, if any better. The 
“effete monarchies” of Europe know 
that the farmers’ Interests are their 
own profit, hence they do not allow 
a bull to stand anywhere which has 
not been exumined and approved as 
to pedigree and form by competent 
persons. Ilere, in this “enlightened” 
eountry, we allow any man, who 
thinks he can get tifty cents for each 
service, keep any scrub he chooses, 
and the creatures are even suffered 
to run at large. We have known 
such an animal to break out of his 
own poorly fenced pasture, and do 
absolutely irreparable damage ina 
herd of thoroughbred heifers, worth 
several hundred dollars apiece. Is 
it too much to hope, that some of our 
state legislatures will take the Initia- 
tive In this matter? In their own 
pastures the law-makers would not 
hesitate to ‘take the bull by the 


horns”—will they not do It for the 
neke of the farmers and cattle breed: 
ra of the courmonwealth ?

The inferior buildin of the 
may be creeted: by any larmer or farm 
hand who is handy with tools. Very | 
few are required for sheds, hav-bar- | 
racks and other row h | truetures, 
Barns. espeeinliy the more pretentious 
and permanent stables, require distined 
planning ino order that) ceonomy of 
space may be attained and convenionee 
of arrangement fully earried out. This 
belongs distinetly lo the architect and 
not to the working carpenter and 
mason. As aerule in the more com. 
plete class of stractures the coummission 
of the architect: will be well varned. 
But to have every detail carefully 
worked out the farmer sh ‘car well 
in mind what he wants. in order thag 
the arehitect may be fully informed] 
how to manage the details. 

As an indication in this direetion the | 
archileet, or the builder who unites 
urchitectine with building, should know | 
whether the building isto be a base. 
ment ora bank barn, and in the latter 
‘ase the rise and fall of the situation | 
from front to rear of the barn. and 
whether stone or brick is to be used ia 
the basement. For the foundation, of | 
course, stone nittst be nsed, and it: is 
hetter that the basement. story itself | 
should be of stone, The architect should 
also be informed how tach stock is to 
be kept, and the numbers of cach | 
class of slock. Then, again, the smount 
of hay, sheaf grain. straw and other 
fodder to be stored should be carefully | 
estimated, and also the capacity of feed 
bins for the several classes of rain, 
bran, and other provender. Ino relation 
to live stock, in the case of cattle, it | 
most be stated whether they are to he 
kept in regular stalls, as in the case of 
blooded stock, or merely on Hoors with 
mutters for manure and other wiste bes | 
hind. In this ense the relative manbers 
of the several ages of cattle should he 
stated, sinee the size of the animal must 
determine the leneth of the Hoor or 
standing-pmee. So it should be dis. | 
tinetly stated whether the cattle are to 
be held in stanchions or by ties. For 
horses it should be stated whether racks 
or Mangers are to be put in- -maners 
are altogether best and also whether | 
single or douhle stalls are desired, and] 
how many of each; also how many loose } 
boxes for foaling mares or sick animals 
are desired. 

In respect to the storage capacity of | 
the barn in the way of fodder, it- must | 
be known whether itis to be delivered | 
into the mows or bays by horte-power 
tackle or by hand. and it weuld be well 
to designate the kind of power to be 
employed. Tf water ix to be drawn hy 
steam, wind, or horse power, or if feed | 
isto he ground and fodder chopped, } 
this must also be stated.

elnding ventilation, ehittes for deliver. 
ing hay, straw and grain, either ¢romnud 
or ungrottnd into the fecding-rooms ot 
near mangers, ete. “The barn will then 
be perfect in all its details according to | 
contract, the working earpenter will be 
able to do the Inbor sytematically, and 
this alone will in the end save enongh 
to pry the fees of the architect.

low che shat Is Sorted lato Sizes for the 
Lamiullec Causus Bags. 
shot isformed by powing a amelted 
sece of alloy or lead throush a colander 

receve at the top of a high tower. In 
talline to the base oof the tower the 
partielesof semi-luid lead: assnme the 
ctohilar form.  Thes fall into a vessel 
of water placed to reecive thou, before 
teaching which they become so nearly 
solid that ther globular form 
tained when tliev strike the surface of 
the sielding clement. Ano arsenical 
preparation forms the alloy. whieh 
mikes the lead more ductile, softer and 
hotter titted to take the spherical form. 
The soft and pure American lead res 
quires less arsenic than the hard and 
brittle foreign varieties, Too much 
arsenic causes the drops to assume the 
lenticular form, and too tittle causes 
them to clongate, to thatten on one side 
and hollow in the middle as they cool. 
The higher the tower the larger the 
shot that may be dropped init. 1 had 
an opportunity at Chicago of inspecting 
the whole process of making shot. Also 
at the snime time TP saw how sheet lead 
and lead pipes are mantfactured, and 
the no less interesting processes in the 
mmunufacture of linseed oil. 

The lofty tower, as high and almost 
as inassive as Bunker Hill monument, 
must have attracted the attention of 
nearly every one who has visited the 
‘vity. From its suminit the best view of 
the cily isto be obtained. It is one of 
the tallest towers erceted for this pure 
pese in the world. There is one in 
Lurope 240 feet high. Some of the pers 
penceular bhuls in’ the Upper Missis- 
sippi in’ the vicinity of the lead mines 
of lowa and Wisconsin are used ins the 
plice of towers, the melted lead being 
dropped over the precipices.

right hand nor the left. Any one who 
has tried to rollin imperteet ball ina 
ten-pin alley Knows what an irresistible 
attraction the sides of the alley hive 
for the poor hall. It will net 
keep upon the straieht highway 
cast Up tor it. but must needs roll into 
the ditch, aanehaneholy instance of the

the imperfect: shot: seatter out oat the 
sides of these planes. And even if they 
chance, by a miracle of erace, to keep 
in the center, they drop into the cune 
ning pitfalls over which their perfect 
brethren nindbly skipin safety.

An interesting paper was lately read 
at a mectine of the Saxon Eeonotnical 
Society in Dresden, giving an account 
of the introduction of the potato into 
Germany and the gradual spread of its 
cultivation. In 1585 it was first brought 
into Germany from = Italy. The nrst 
sead potatoes in Saxony were a present 
in 1591 from the Landgrave of Ilesse to 
the Elector of Saxony. In 1647 they 
were grown as exotics in gardens at 
Leipsic. Swedish soldiers brought them 
into Western Germany about the con- 
clusion of the thirty years war. In 1717 
they were reintroduced into Saxony 
from Brabant. and within twenty-five 
years they begun to be regularly culti- 
vated, their use being inuch developed 
in the famine period in 1770-71. In the 
year 1832 over 9,000,000 acres were 
Ziven up to the cultivation of potatoes 
in Germany, the produce amounting to 
23,000,000 tons. —N. Y. Graphic.

“There is a general desire among | 


Democrats that the next legislature 
submit to the voteof the people a call 
fora constitutional convention, Some 
of those holding oftice, which they 
secured after a hard light, snd heavy 
expenditure of money, say that no 
convention should be called next 
year, because it might endanger the 
party in such counties as Charles and 
Frederick. These men think that 
the office-holders will exercise sulli- 
cient influence to prevent the calling 
of the convention, and in this way 
keep in office lor a full term the men 
elected last November. The ‘‘outs,” 
however. are more numerous than 
the “ins,” and 
are anxious to have the convention 
ealled. Those opposed to it claim 
that the main dissatisfaction is on the 
jndiciary system, and that a consti- 
tutional amendment relating to the 
judiciary will answer the purpose. 
The managers answer, however, that 
it would never do to legislate out of 
office the judges of the courts without 
making a clean sweep all around. 
They believe the people would not 
submit to any action which would 
have the appearance of a blow at the 
judiciary of the State.” 


Laws of Business. 

BY THEOPHILUS PARSONS, L, Le D. 

There has come under our notice a 
most yaluable book, the design and 
general character of which may be 
Jearned from the following desecrip- 
tion of it, which we quote from a 
writerinaun American Law Journal ; 

Many years ago, Sir Mdward Sug- 
den, then in the zenith of his power 
as nxn lawyer, wrote, in oneof the Eng- 
lish Law Journals, a series of *Let- 
ters to a Man of Property.”

“Laws of Business” was evidently— 
intentionally or otherwise—modeled 
after Lord Saint Leonard's book, but 
is, for reasons hereafter given, a great 
improvementon it. Who Theophilus 
Parsons is, is known to every lawyer, 
as he is the learned author of a num- 
ber of books which have become 
classical in the profession. Ile wasa 
long time on the bench as Chief Jus- 
tice of his native State, which posi- 
tion he resigned toaccept the Profes- 
sorship of Law in Harvard Univer-

| Lord St, Leonard's book is, his book 
| had no Forms, while Judge Parsons’ 
| work embraces nearly three hundred 
of such as have stood the test of judi- 
cial criticism and been approved. OF 
‘these tho author well says: “He 
must be a bold lawyer who would 


undertake to prefer Forms of his own 
} make to those which the courts and 


common use have sanctioned,” A 
critical examination of these Forms 
satisfies the writer that they comprise 
| the best collection he has ever exam- 
ined. The book seems to be univer-

As pains in the stomach 
increased he was given an emetie and 
afterwards an injection and relieved. 
He arose from his bed, in which he 
had lain only a few minutes, and 
read the morning papers, talking 
cheerfully with his wife and an old 
Just before noon he 
had a relapse, however, and the phy- 
sician was again summoned and ad- 
ministered the usual remedies, he 
sides bleeding the patient, and Mr. 
YWendricks again expressed himseif 
as being greatly relieved. He re- 
maired in fis room all afternoon, 
occasionally rising fram his bed, to 
which he was compelled to return by

Funeral of Vice-President Hendricks. 

INDIANAPOLIS, IND., Dec. 1.—The 
mortal remains of Thomas A. Hen- 
dricks, the fifth Vice-President of the 
United States to die during his term 
of office, were conveyed to the tomb 
to-day. The event was made men 
orable in many respects by the pres- 


ence of a tremendous concourse of 


people from all parts of the nation to 
Witness the simple rites winich pre- 
ceded their interment, 

The presage of inclement weather 
on the day of his funeral which was 
viven yesterday was verified only to 
the extent of a wintry, leaden sky 
and athick atmosphere during the 
early hours unusunl to this Jatitude. 
The heavy fog of the preceding after- 
noon still hung over the city when 
the day broke, but as the hours wore 
on lifted somewhat and -became less 
impenetrable, 

The sombreness of the heavens was 
reflected even more deeply in the ap- 
pearance of the city which witnesses 
the development of his career. Its 
chief structures were hidden in their 
folds of black drapery, while to the 
oceasion were lentall the fortns which 
a people can observe to show their 
respect for the dead. The business 
of the city was entirely suspended. 
The clergy, Without respect to sect, 
joined in the obsequiles, the bells of 
all the churches tolled a requiem, and 
the presence of the populace In the 
column whieh followed his funeral 
car or stood as silent spectators of the 
solemn spectacle attested their fealty 
to his memory.

An uflta reporter dropped into a lead- 
ing bank aday or two since. It was 
near the close of a busy diay, and the 
tired teller was skimming throngh oa 
few hindred pounds of double eagles 
with lightning-like rapidity. When he 
at length came to the reporter the lat- 
ter remarked on hisexpertness, and re- 
ceived a modest: disclaimer of any 
unitsal merit. Anybody ought to 
handle double cagles easily,” he said. 
“for they are the most convenient sized 
coin that is made. When the Govern- 
Ment stops coining them and ten-dollar 
picees take their places, as has been 
ordered to a certain extent, the average 
bank teller’s heart will be broke.”* 

“Why? Beeanse there will be more 
pieces to handle,’ 

“No, not for that rerson, but on ae- 
count of their being so much nicer to 
handle in every way. See—a roll of 
twenties just fits the hand and the 
space between the first) and) fourth 
fingers. Another thing. twenties are 
the only coins that von ean risk a connt 
on by sizing one stack up with an- 
other, We never count: buf one stack 
here. ‘Then all the balance are sized 
np. with the exception of the last stack, 
which is countea, as a cheek on the 
first count.” 

“Why can't that be done with other 
coins?” 

“They get too badly worn to make 
them come out evenly. Ina stack of 
fives von will often’ tind the differcenee 
of an entire piece, and eveu tens are so 
Mneven as to make stacking them unre- 


The nimble-fingered yonug man then 
proceeded to ifustrate his meaning 
with two traysof coins. One tray eon- 
tained S20,600 in’ twenties, S100 to the 
stack. had the tops of the stacks as 
level as oa billiard-table, and no one 
atack was higher or lower than its fel- 
lows to more than the thickness of a 
piece of eardboard. The other’ tray. 
filed with tens and fives, was so uneven 
as to bear the resemblance in places of 
coin having been removed. ‘This was 
not due to the minting, he explained, 
but to the wear of the coin’ in 
circulation. ‘Twenties wear, too, 
course, but the averare man does 
not have bis pocket full of twenties, 
and they get less wear than their kin- 
dred of smatler denomination. “Yes, 
twenties are the boss coin if you have 
much of it to handle,” he coneluded: 
and the reporter thought so, too, as a 
depositor dumped 82.490 on the coun. 
ter and the teller picked up *1,600 in 
one hand and $800 in the other, tocon- 
vey it to the trays four feet behind him. 

“That's a pretty good load, isn't it?" 

“0, no,” replied the teller, cheer- 
fully; “1.000 is what we consider a 
fair handful.’’ 

Sceing the reporter’s look of doubt, 
he gave another illustration in” proof 
of his assertion. Four stacks of 400 
pach were aid on the palm of his left 
hand, three others went on topof them, 
and the remaining three necessary to 
complete the 4,000 were lifted with 
one clasp of his right. “I could take 
another $1,000 by laying a couple of 
rolls on my wrist,’ he went on, ‘but it 
fx seldom necessary. If a deposit 
amounts to more than 85,000, T set an 
empty tray over on the counter and 
load it there.”’ 

*T should think it would be casier to 
make two trips of it, where it is but a 
étep from your counter to the trays. It 
eertainly would take no more time than 
it would to stack it up the way you do 
on your hand.” 

“My friend, I don’t want to make 
you feel bad, but T never turn my back 
to the counter for a single second when 
there is coin on it. No matter if you 
were the only person in sight. and you 
were my father, it would be jnst the 
mime. ternal vigilance is the price of 
$20-picces in this business.’

“New coin is very difficult to handle,” 
he explained after pa-sing over a cere 
lifieate of deposit; “it is slippery, and 
S204) makes a good handful. If you 
attempt to stack it up like coin that has 
been worn the chances are that it will 
slide off and make a mass on the floor, 
Consequently, in order to avoid break- 
ing the rule against tirning my back, I 
Use a tray to make the transfer.” 

The conversation then tnrned on bank 
robberies, and in’ search of possible 
useful information the reporter asked 
what standard of coin. would be the 
most desirable to steal. ‘The expert 
studied for a moment, and then replied 
that inpoint of weight there would be 
no diflerenee. ‘As regards bulk, how- 
ever, 83 pieces would prove the most 
valuable boodle, especially if the 
money was to be packed in a square 
box." 

“How do you make that out?” 

“Well, the question isa somewhat 
puzzling one to answer, but Lean easily 
demonstrate it.

‘The two rows were then 
stacked up and the tops were found to 
be on a level toa hair's breadth, ‘This 
illustrated the faet that the smallest 
cubic space that would be exactly 
filled by both coins would hold 6xoxd in 
twenties and 8x8x8 in tives, or 120 twen- 
ties and 512 tiv One hundred and 
twenty-live twenties equal 22,500, of 
course, while 412 lives amount to &2,- 
560. This ditftereuee of 860 the teller 
was unable to explain, and he stated 
that it had puzzled a good) many ex- 
perts. ‘The interstices between — the 
twenties were much larger it was ad- 
mitted, but there were so many more 
spaces between a cubic body of fives 
that there should not be any dillerence 
when the ratio of the coins is so per- 
fect. °After onvzling over the matter 
for some time the teller was about. re- 
storing the coin to the trays, when his 
quick eve fell on a well-worn five bear- 
ing the date of 1830, 

“Here's a relie. he exelaimed, as he 
tossed it over. “If the old standard of 
coinage was in force now, the ditler- 
ence in favor of the tives would be easily 
explained. ‘Phis was made in the days 
when the Government used to swindle 
itself out of over a dollar's worth of 
gold in every four So pieces that were 
turned out by the mint.’ 

The reporter examined the veteran 
bit of metal, and then asked fur an ex- 
planation. 

“Well,” said the teller,” a 
piece contains 516 grains of gold. 900 
tine, and always has, to the best of my 
knowledge. ‘Phe first 84) pieces were 
coined in the vere 1795, and the law 
compelled them to contain 135 grains 
of gold, 916% fine. It takes four fives 
tomake a twenty, and four times 135 
grains is equal to oa grains, or 21 
grains more than a szu piece. Add the 
extra fineness to this and you have 
more than the zoa4 grains that it) takes 
tomake one gold doflar. It was the 
same way With tens at that time; they 
contained 270 grains each, or O10 grains 
to the twenty, It evidently took the 
Seerctary of the Treasury thirty-nine 
years to get onto this leakage, for it 
was not until I83t that the weight of 
tives was redueed to tzu grains, and 
that of tens to 258 grains. ‘There is a 
premium of Sf on tives antedating 
1834. and if they are not too badly worn 
they are worth it in extra bullion.” 

The subject of bank robberies was 
here resumed at the point where it had 
been broken off by the teller’s mathe- 
matical problem on the rotation of five 
totwenties, He expressed the belief 
that the Pacitic Coast banks were more 
free from raids than their castern con- 
freres, on vecount of the prevalence of 
coin here in preference to paper nioney. 
“There a elever sneak could toss 
amillion dollars into his hat and still 
have room to get it on: but here if he 
stole 310,000 he could not carry it with 
out its being seen, and the high-toned 
bank thief will not take such desperate 
chanees as he would be compelled to 
run with coin in his possession. “There 
are very few notes in’ cireulation here 
now." 

“What will $10,000 in coin weigh?" 

“You can easily figure that for yours 
self. ‘There are our trays that are built 
to hold =°0,000in twenties. They weigh 
1.075 ounces cach, or rather the coin 
Hloes, whieh equals 67.5 pounds. Ten 
thousand dollars weighs just half that, 
and even 331 pounds of coin would be 
a pretty good OR for a min to stow 
out of sight on his person, 1 always 
had a ereat admiration for Bret Tarte, 
until Dread one of his varns. where I 
was able to eontradien him.

“If gold is so heavy, silver must be 
trying to handle.” 

“Wedon't handle it. We wouldn't 
aceept a deposit of 1,000 silver dollars 
from anybody, and we never take silver 
from strangers. Of course, a customer 
may bring ina roll or two te make a 
good round sum, but we never break 
it, and pay it out in the same packages 
in whieh we reecive it. Every depositor 
Is required to write his name on such a 
roll, and if the party we give it to finds 
it stuffed with lead pipe, or short. piece, 
all he has to do is to bring it back 
with the wrapper, and the depositor’s 
signature holds him good for it. We 
ean refuse silver at this desk, becanse 
we make no charge for deposite. In 
fact. the bank just: keeps me for orna- 
ment and accommodation: for unless a 
deposit remains here for a sufficient 
length of time to be put out at interest 
it never gets a cent for my work.”" 

“Are you worried much with eounter- 
feitn?”’ 


“Not large ones. There used to be 


an immense amount of bad silver affoat,' 
and when Twasat the exchanger desk, 
three years ero. T used to lind 9% ty sto! 
in counterfeits every day. T havebeen 
the receiving teller for two years now, 
and have taken in oan average of 
= 100,000 per day in’ checks, coin apd! 
hills, and in that time T have never 
stumbled across but six counterfeita, two 
in gold coins and four bills, and I 
was lucky enough to enteh them all.’ 

The hands of the clock pointed to 
three o'clock at this juneture, and as 
the bank door closed the reporter kak 
his departure, leaving the teller’ en 
gaged in a still-hunt for the missin 
dollar that refused to permit hig rode 
to balance with his eash.—San Frans 
cisco Alta.

A WONDERFUL PLANT, 


JA Fern That Is Ded oo Cosme Dust—New 
and Startliog Theory of Veretation,. 
Ona train between Rochester and 

Syracuse T happened to oecupy a seat 

with ao middle-aged gentleman, who 

carried a small (lower-pot containing a 

little plant, for whose safety he seemed 

extremely solicitous. During the tirst 
half of the journey there was but seant 
conversation between us, but, as Tam 
interested in| botany, | began to look 
more closely at my fellow-traveler’s 
plant, and tinally beeame quite ab- 
sorbed in it. It was a species of fern 
with which I was wholly unacquainted. 

“May Task what kind of fern that is, 
and where it grows?” Linquired at last. 

“That is more than Tean tell you,” 
he replied, “but I venture to say there 
is no other like it in the world.” 

Naturally, I beeame curious, and 
asked questions. The following is a 
synopsis of his replies: 

“To was for years in the employ of the 
Hudson Bay Company, and spent the 
best part of my life among iee and sav- 
ages in the cold regions of British 
America. {had often noticed that the 
snow and iec in some localities were 
covered with a grayish-black powder, 
but paid no attention to it till Lread an 
account of an Aretic expedition, in 
which the writer stated) that such pow- 
der was cosmic dust, sifted down 
through the atmosphere from space, 
which is said to be mure or less filled 
with it. 

“As soon as Tread this statement it 
struck me that it would be a good plan 
to collect some of the dust) and- sce 
whether anything would grow in it.

One day [stirred up the dust: (it) had 
hitherto been undisturbed), and to my 
extreme astonishment brought to light 
the pea Thad planted. as dry and un- 
spronted as though it had been buried 
in dry sand. Texamined the pea cares 
fully. It was wholly unatfeeted, and 
‘the fern must have had) some other 
origin. ‘There is no donbt about that.” 

“Have you any idea how it originated 
there?’ T asked. 

Well, ves; Pam contident the seed 
came with the dust from some other 
world.” 

In answer to my look of amazement, 
and it may be, incredulity, he con 
tinued: 

“It was certunly not planted in’ this 
potin any shape. And how could a 
fern root or a fern seed have become 
mixed with the dust at the top of thick 
snow or ice? That was impossible. 
Neither could it: get inte the bottle in 
which [kept it until emptied into this 
pot, which was brand new. And now, 
if cosntic dust can settle uponthe earth, 
Which [believe scientists regard asa 
fact, ix there anything unreasonable in 
supposing that a light phaint sced can 
do the same?” 

“Your logie seems good, but 1 must 
confess that on first thought you theory 
appears fanciful.” 

On the first thought it would nue 
doubtedly seem so, but not on the hine 
dredth, perhaps. T have studied this 
matter in all directions, and DT hiuve 
come to the conclusion that sume cf tue 
varieties of our plants have had just 
such an origin as Telaim = for this fern, 
and it may be that the same is true of 
some of our animal species. Perhaps 
the begiunfng of all life on earth had 
such an origin, perhaps Tife from this 
earth has been wafted to our neighbor 
planets as well. 

“Now another confirmation ot my 
theory as regards this particular plant 
fs that no one has ever seen one like it. 
No botanist that T ever consulted has 
been able to classify it. Sinee T became 
interested iu the subject T have exam- 
ined many kinds of fern, but) never 
“une aeross one that resembled this.” 

“How tong has it been growing?” 

“Ton years. Tt grows very slowly 
and tloes not thrive on water At the 
suggestion of a friend, [have tried 
sprinkling it with diluted ammonia, 
whieh seems to agree with it.” 

At this point we came, as Thought, 
very suddenly to my destination, and, 
asf left the ear, Lasked the stranger 
to give me his name. He replied that 
it was Tarleton or Carleton. TE could 
not distinguish which, and he said he 
was on his way to Englind.— Syracuse 
Cor, N.Y. Commercial Advertiser.

SUN SPOTS. 


A Stggestion That the (irb of Day Ie Af- 
lected with Measles. 

A fresh xpot has appeared on the face 
of the sun. avery Iarge one. humanly 
speaking. It measures about twenty 
thous geographical miles by seven 
thousaal. Perhaps the sun does not 
think it excessive, having such a very 
broad face, and being able to accom. 
modate a great number of pimples of 
the xame size. But the extent sounds 
considerable, all the same. Besides, 
there are ever so many smaller ones 
about the size of the earth, and, taking 
all together, we shall hardly be exag- 
gerating the situation if we say there is 
“quite a rash.’ For much less we 
should call the doctor in. Indeed, we 
terrestrial atoms could not rise to the 
dignity of such an eruption, not even if 
we put all our faces together and went 
shares in the same spot. We talk of 
having “the measles;"’ nobody thinks 
of counting them or asking ‘How 
many?” But they are mere pin points, 
dots, specks. It is very ditlerent, how- 
ever, with the orb “that rules the 
day." Astronomers keep a regis- 
ter of its eruptions, and book 
each new “measie’ as it comes. 
They diagnose the phenomenon, and 
conjecture ous to its causes and 
results, just as the doctors do over the 
bgby’s red-speckled body; and, like 
leaiges, they can not stop the process. 

Tun its course, they say. Some 
day, perhaps, they will prescribe for 
the stm. If they already know’ its 
weight. aid its temperature and con- 
stitution, vhy should they not tind. all 
about its Ggestion and habits? Is it 
temperate ind addicted to a regular 
life? Ther is a good deal to be said 
on both side. Ina general way it: is 
irreproachale, «model luminary, and 
a pattern to every bo@ else, doing per- 
ennial work conscientiously and regu. 
larly. Moraly, too. no fault can be 
found with a body which is all things 
to all men—anwers the negro accord. 
ing to his blackness, and never throws 
pearls before swine. Early to bed and 
‘arly to rise, it ought to be healthy, 
wealthy and wigs, But is it? There 
is nnother side te the sun. When it 
has got out of ow sight. and beyond

A STRANGE VICTORY.

Very early in this century the Dru 
zilians were convinee.} that in’ the 
Argentine nation they hed a determined 
foe to their plundering polices, and for 
many years they waged war against 
Buenos Ayres, putting forth ill theis 
feeble energies in operations by land 
and sea te crush their troublesome 
neighbor, until 1828. when they finally 
abandoned the contest. During this 
war the Imperialists conceived the idea 
of capturing the Patagonian settle- 
ment of El Carmen, which was known 
to be quite unprotected. Three ships 
of war, with a large contingent of 
soldiers, were sent out to etleet: this in- 
significant conquest. and in due time 
reached the Rio Negro. One of the 
ships came to grief on the bar, which 
in very dillicult, and there it eventually 
became a total wreck. The other two: 
succecded in getting safely into the river. 
The troops to the number of tive hun- 
dred men were disembarked and sent 
on to capture the town, which is twenty 
miles distant from the sea. The ships 
at the same time proceeded up the 
river. though it was scarecly thought 
that their co-operation would be re- 
quired to take so weak a place as the 
Carmen. Happily for the colonists, tho. 
imperial arinatta found the navigation 
ditteult, and one of the ships ran on 
to a osandbank about half way to 
the town; the other proceeded alone, 
only to arrive when it was all over 
with the land foree. ‘Tidings of the 
approaching army soon reached the 
Carmen, and all able-bodied men within 
call were quickly mustered in the fort. 
They numbered only seventy, but the 
Patagonians were determined to defend 
themselves. Women and children 
were brought into the fort; guns were 
loaded and placed in position; then the 
commander had a happy inspiration, 
and all the strong women were made to 
display themselves onthe walls in male 
attire. Dummy soldiers, hastily im- 
provised from Llochs of “ vod, bolsters, 
and other materials, were also placed 
at intervals; so that when the Brazilians 
arrived in sight they were surprised to 
see four or tive hundred men, as they 
thought, on the ramparts before them. 
The day had been oppressively hot. 
without a cloud, and that march of 
about thirty miles over the waterless 
desert hail exhausted the men. ‘To the 
joy and amazement of the Patagonians, 
their formidable enemy left without 
firing a shot. 

Another happy inspiration came to 
the aid of the commander, and as soon 
the Brazilians had disappeared bee 
hind the rising ground, his seventy men 
were hastily dispatched to collect and 
bring in all the horses: pasturing in the 
valley. When the invaders had been 
about three or four hours on their 
spiritless return mareh, the thunder of 
innumerable hoofs was heard behind 
them, and looking baek. they beheld a 
ereat army, as they imagined in their 
terror, charging alown upon them. 
These were their seventy foes spread in 
an immense half-moon. in the hollow of 
whieh over a thousand horses were 
being driven alone at frantic speed. 
The Brazitians received their equine 
enemy with a discharge of musketry; 
but though many borse= were slain or 
wounded, the frantic yells of the 
drivers still urged them on, and ina 
few moments, blind with panic, they 
pwere trampling down the invaders. In 
the meantime the Patagonians were 
firing into the confused ass of horses 
and men; and by a singular ehance— 
ao miracle it was held to be at the 
time—the officer commanding — the 
imperial troops was shot dead by a 
stray bullet; then tle men threw down 
their arms and surrendered at. dis- 
cretion—tive Inundred diseiplined  sol- 
diers of the empire to seventy-six poor 
Patagonians, mostly farmers, trades- 
men and artisans, The honor of the 
empire was very little to those” famish- 
ing wretches er oar out with frothing 
mouths for water instead of quarter. 
Leaving their muskets scattered about 
the plain, they were marched by their 
captors down to the river, which was 
about four miles off and reached it at 
a point just where the bank ‘slopes 
down between the Parrot’s Cliff on one 
side and the house Tresided in’ on the 
other. Like a herd of cattle mad- 
dlened with thirst, they rushed into the 
water, trampling each other down 
in their haste, so that many were 
sinothered, while others, pushed too 
far out by the surging mass behind, 
were swept from their feet by the swift 
current and drowned, When they had 
drunk their till, they were driven like 
eattle to the Carmen and shut up in the 
fort. Inthe evening the ship arrived 
before the town, and. going a little too 
near the shore on the opposite side, ran 
aground. The men in her were quickly 
apprised of the disaster which had 
overtaken the lind foree; meanwhile 
the resolute Patagonians. concealed 
among the trees on the shore, began to 
yepper the lock with musket-balls: the 
Brazilians. in terror for their lives, 
leaped into the water and swam to 
land: and when darkness fell, the colon- 
ists had crowned their brave day's 
work by the capture of the imperial 
war vessel Itapariea. No doubt it was 
soon pulled to pieces, good building 
material being rather expensive on the 


Rio Negro; a portion of the wreck, |

Prehistoric Sketches. 


A short time ago some laborers 
who were executing a elty comgtract 
for extending Waldemere aventeja 
Bridgeport, Ct., ouearthed, ata depth 
ob six feet from the ground’s surface, 
eight skeletons, each in asltting pos: 
ture, and ina fair state of preserva- 
lion. An examination of the bones 
sInce their donatiou to the Bridge- 
port Historical and Sclentifie Socres 
ties by those yersed in such watters 
makes itevident that the burials toow 
place before the advent of white men 
here, and long before the American 
Tndians themselves bad possession of 
the territory, The frontal part of the 
forehead of each skull appears to have 
heen Iatiened, after the manner of 
some of the ancient Mexican and the 
more revent Oregon “tlathend’? [ne 
diana. One of the skulls, that of an 
uppently young pao. presents 
this flat feature more strikingly Nir 
the others. Another akall seems to 
have receiyed a) fracture, before the 
decease of the person to whour it: he- 
longed, and to have grown firmly 
together again, In view of these oh- 
servations the inference drawn is Ghat 

ithe skeletons are all that) remain of 
holies, buried bundreds of years he- 
fore white people settled here. New 
England bad its Pndian tribes, and 
history has told of their habits and 
antiquity, but no history bas shown 
that) flitheads ever dwelt on the 
shores of Long Island Sound, The

The terrible 
force is shown in the exploit of one 
hird, which kicked a stout board on the 
side of its corral, and broke it: in two 
at one blow, The tue is pointed, and 
will eut like a knife. The bird which 
was killed at one kiek had its breast 
laid open with an ugly wound. Of the 
young birds all are perfectly shaped ex- 
cept one, whieh has a elub-foot, and 
which walks on the back of the clubbed 
foot. the toe turning up. The gait of 
even this bird is elastic. All the birds 
walk preeisely after the fashion adopted 
by many young ladies in San Prancisco 
of late, whose gait may, therefore, 
perhaps, be correctly deseribed in the 
future as the “ostrich walk.”

A GREAT PROJECT. 


The Proposed Indta-European Overland 
Telegraph. 

\ project is on foot for an overland 
telegraph from India to Europe through 
Central Asia. An important feature of 
the project is found in’ the facet that it 
is intended to combine commercial with 
such strategic points as may be doemed 
necessary in its construction. Charles 
kK. Pitman, Chief Superintendent of 
Telegraphs in India, in’ a pamphlet on 
the subject, says that the proposal is 
for an extension of the Indian ilecotah 
lines from Chaman, seventy-seven miles 
east of Vandanar waa about’ stces-tired 
miles west of Quetta, via Candahar and 
Herat to Mesehed, near the Persian 
frontier. Persia has already a telegraph 
line from ‘Teheran to Mesehed, which 
isto be extended to Sarakhs, a place 
which has already been put into tele- 
graphic communication with Merv and 
the Caspian by Russia. Tf the Ameer 
could be induced to construct a line 
through Afghanistan and guard it, there 
would be no physieal ditleulties of any 
importance between Qnetta and Herat. 
The total length of the line required is 
a little over sin hundred miles— viz: 
about four hnndred miles from Chaman 
via. Herat to Mesehed. The line be- 


tween Mesehed and Teheran would pro-, 


vide a complete tand line between En- 
gland aud. ree The connection with 
the Russian system at Sarakhs via As- 
hebad. Bakuoand Tiflis would give an 
tvinative route. Turkey has a line 
Whieh run, from Constantinople via 
Dinbekir and meets the Persian line 
Westward from Teheran, ‘To econ 

tion of this system, it is asserted by the 
Manchester Guordian, would operate to 
lower the Indian cable eharges and 
prove of great advantage in the com- 
mereial exploitation of Asia Minor. —

GRANT'S BOOK. 


Extracts fram Advance Sheet4-Thr Gen- 
eral’s Ancestors— Anecdotes of thls Larly 
Years, 

“Inthe fifth deseending generation 
my great grandfather, Noah Grant, and 
lis youngest brother, Solomon, helt 
somuissions in the English army in 
1746, in the war against the French and 
Indians. Both were killed that) vear. 
My grandfather. also named Noah. was 
then but nine years old. At the breaks 
ing out of the war of the revolution, 
after the battles of Concord and Lex- 
ingtou, he went with a Connecticut 
company to join the continental army 
and was present at the battle of Bunker 
Hill. He served until the fall of York- 
town, or through the entire revolution- 
ary war.’’ 

e repeats a story told of a horse trade 
that he made in his boyhood days as 
follows: «There was a Mr. Ralston 
living within a few miles of the village, 
who owned a colt whieh To very much 
wanted. My father had offered twenty 
dollars for it, but Ralston wanted twen- 
ty-tive.

Discriminating license laws 
are made -o as to favor them. For ar- 
gument and oxample to support this 
impres3ion we are bidden to look to 
the wine and beer districts of Franee 
and Germany. Travelers coming home 
tell us many stories of delichtful even- 
ings spent iu beer-eardens, and of 
pleasant afteruoons at the eafe. They 
say that they saw no intoxicated per- 
son. Further, they tell us that) the 
water is so bad that it is impossible to 
drink it with safety to one’s health; 
that wine is very cheap, and always 
placed upon the hotel table free. All 
this has an intluence upon the minds 
of men, and makes one think that noth- 
ing would be so beneficial to real Tem- 
perance as the estublishment of the 
beer-garden and exfein every town and 
city. Are these things so? For one, | 
saw oa very different: state of things. 
The ordinary traveler goes with a friend 
or friends, and sees the best side of 
things. Iwent alone, without even a 
guide or courier, depending upon my 
guide-book for information to get about 
the highways and byways and cities. 
My eyes looked upon a very ditterent 
state of things in regard to these drink- 
ing customs. — Perhaps haying no 
friend with me, and mingling with the 
people, Twas enabled ina six months’ 
sojourn to see some things as they are. 

ver was there ao greater fallacy 
promulgated than that it) is necessary 
to drink wine in Europe on account of 
the water being so bad. J drank the 
water everywhere freely, even in Ven- 
ice, where all the drinking water js 
brought from the mainiund in boats, 
and experienced no difliculty or un- 
pleasant effects. There is no better 
water, PE believe, than that found in Eus 
rope. While travelers, unaccustomed 
to wine at home, drinking it in Europe, 
were continually on the siek-list, PE en- 
joved splendid health, and had no diti- 
enlty in tuking the longest: tramps in 
every city and) town that TP visited. 
From New York back to New York. 
though going out in’ poor health, J 
found no necessity to vse wine or spir- 
its of any kind, and did not do so. I 
found others doing like myself, but the 
majority were wine-takers and beer- 
drinkers, many of them not from neces- 
sity, but because they liked it, and it 
Was a part of the trip. 

Ax to wine at the hotel table, at many 
table Mhote dinners wine is furnished 
free, but it is generally as poor as it is 
cheap. For even poor wine yon will 
pay from tifty cents a pint up, 

Tt seems strange to hear men speak 
of there being no drunkenness in Ger- 
many. T have sometimes asked myself 
where were theireyes, or what was their 
definition of drunkenness. 1 shall cer- 
tainly never forget a certain Sunday 
spent in Cologne, where 1 saw more 
drunken men in the street than Thad 
ever seen in any ope day in any Amer- 
ican city. As it was a special festal 
day, this might have been the cause of 
more drinking,

glory. There are beer gardens and 
heer gardens, But TE wishto speak not 
of the lower but of the higher class.

ftow Boys Are Tauchet to Drink in Nenily 

AM the Manufactories and Worksliops 

tn Chicaga. 

A writer in the Chieago TrOiae of a 
recent date says: * The reports of the 
work of the Citizens’ League show 
that the agent) pays very Tittle atten- 
tion to offending saloon-keepers in the 
manntaeturing districts of the city. 
The saloons cluster around and crowd 
ax close as possible upon the work- 
shops. The indolent, burly fellows 
who stand in their doors in’ white 
aprons watching for “trade’’ ought to 
be wielding an ax or a shovel- every 
man of them. The poorest employe is 
not more jubilant than they when pay- 
night arrives, and none knows the day 
or the hour better than they. They 
watch with intense interest the closing 
hour when the crowd comes forth, and, 
with a bland smile, they weleonte “the 
boys.’ Scores are squared up, there 
are general treats, and soon the saloon- 
ists have possession of a large share of 
the earnings of the workmen that 
ought to carry cheer and comfort. to- 
their homes. 
employers pay inte the hands of the 
siloon-keepergs. There are factories 
where the machinery is stopped for a 
few minutes in the torenoon and in the 
wlernoon in order that beer or whisky 
may be sent for, and the time so lost is 
made up at noon. There are factories 
where strong drink is allowed at) the 
noon hour only. Tt is a comivon thing 
fora few men in caeh department to 
eugage a small boy to run on this: er- 
rand. “The motene the winistle is 
heard he rushes away to the saloon 
with a stick abont thirty inches long In 
either hand, and upon each are strung 
four or six beer-hottles to be filled, 
Vhese tkids’ come in fora small share 
of the beer, and pay-night they get a 
few cents from the men they serve, 

“Tt isa shame that employers should 
allow boys ta beso used. They are 
equally cuilty in violating one of the 
hest hiws we ever had) in this State— 
‘the Dramshop act.” ‘They would con. 
fer an untold blessing upon society and 
be gainers themselves if. they would in 
good faith put up conspicuous notices 
in every department of their factories: 
‘No strong drink allowed upon these 
premises nnder penalty of a discharge.” 
Men would go ont to a saloon, bne 
their inthuense in debasing the boys 
and young men would — certainly 
be curtailed, and very few 
know how many are brought to: 
rnm in this way, Less than a week 
avo. in one of the most: orderiy and 
best-tuanaged of the large shops on 
South Canal street. three young men 
about twenty—one of them the engin- 
cor—and two boys about fourteen were 
‘fired’? for a drunkew riot in the base- 
ment. where they were at work. Strong 
drink is carried into that shop daily as 
noon. — If prevention is better than cure 
this would seem like beginning et the 
wrong end, and yet it ls going on per- 
petually, differiug only a little from the 
yresent case, where they became help- 
essly drunk and raised Ned?’ 

“Every foreman or manaer of ex- 
perience can easily diseern the growth 
of the drink habit in) young men and 
hoys, No matter how bright and prom- 
ising they were when tirst: craployved 
they soon show the slouch and the 
sloven; they beeome stapid and inapt 
to learn, they have no desire for ad- 
vaneement. they become unprotitable 
to their emplovers. and if they do not. 
demand more wages -whieh is gener 
ally the euse—some pretext is fornnd 
for vetting rid of them. But little eau 
be done to reeliine the eonsirmed ine- 
briate. The theory held by a great 
Many a few years rage that he could be 
transformed as if by macie, instanter. 
from a worthless bum into a model of 
sobriety aud) Christian: greee, and ree 
main so is quite generally exploded.

sages, So nleohol selects by preference 
the liver and the brain, upon) whieh to 
expend the full foree of its revages. If 
in the blood. for instance, it is repre: 
sented by 1.0; in the brain it is 13h: in 
the liver 1.38. If aleohol be injected 
into the veins it spreads to all the tis- 
sucs, but secrammthinires most Targely in 
the brain: being in the liver as 1.75, in 
cerebral matter 3.0. Latlomand and 
Perin.

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FRONTIER LIFE. 


Au Officer Uelites the Details of Ie 
perate siraccle for Life with oa Wiad bball 
tn Oakois. 

An atievr of the regular ariny, whosa 
leath recently took place, and who in 
nis lifetime was well and favorably 
known in St. Paul, having been sta. 
tioned at Fort Snelling, told the follow. 
ing story of his expericner on the 
frontier many years ago: One cold day 
in the winter of 1866 [started from 
Yankton, in a stage, bonnd for Fort 
Randall. My only companion wis a 
young army ollicer, journeying to one 
of the western posts to join his regi- 
ment. [thad been snowing hard afl 
day, and the four horses attached to the 
stage fonnd it very dillienit to drag the 
vehicle through the drifts and over the 
bad reads. fand the young mau soon 
beeame engarted in conversation, sien 
was the effect‘of riding in stagein those 
days. It was a sulticient: introduetion 
to ride together, and dellow. travelers 
depended mreh on one another to pass 
away the weary hours spent in’ the 
eoach, We spent a half day in travel- 
ing a short distance. We were both 
tired. ‘The young ollicer suveested the 
propriety of taking horses at the next 
station, whieh proved to be Springfield, 
He thonght that it would be a change 
to eet ont of the stage and exercise ours 
selves on horseback. Egladly assented, 
for Twas heartily tired of being cooped 
up in astage, When we got to Springs 
e served dinner at the eat- 
Dex-house at that station. Phe Patines 
house was a frontier tavern, and was 
presided over by a determine d-looking 
woman, the woman's looky preventing 
any expression of dissvtisfaction with 
the food ordrink. The meel was frugal 
in its character, as might naturally be 
expected. The eoffee was made of 
chicory. We took everything, however, 
and never uttered 2 complaint. We 
saw the etfeets of the tandlady'’s iron 
will on her dejected-looking hasbend, 
Phe lesyon taught ns to make the best 
of the meal, We did) so. Atterward 
we made arrangements for two saddle 
horses, and in» short time after dinner 
were on gir journey ob horseback. 

We rode on. wien an abrupt turn in 
the road brought os suddenly upon oa 
bull, The animal was plunging about 
as ifinfariated. Retreat was inipossi- 
ble, so we eoneluded to attack him. 
Fortunately we lad our villes hung on 
the saddles. [hastily drew mine ane 
fired atthe bull. “The ball entered his 
cide, but anparently had no other effect 
than todnerease his fury. He rosheed 
ntus, sineding me ont as hiisdirst vietim, 
Ashe neared me he made oa fearful 
plnnge. Just before his horns entered 
the horse upon whieh TP owas seated I 
seized him with both hands, wad held 
him witha grip that) only my 
strength andamy atheletio skill aie 
successful. ‘This saved my life. Tossed 
and thrown from side to side, but never 
losing my hold on his horns, [strnggled, 
almost suffocated by the ereature’s 
terrible, seorching,  stitling breath, 
whieh, as he would ceive these snurts 
and pails, would seem like volumes of 
hottest impure air, and [feared would 
almost overwhelm me oat times, But 
atill Ptightly held) on his horns and 
hoped, to conqner in dome way not apes 
darent then.

ARSENIC INEBRIETY. 


Veenllaritles of s& Man who Used the 


Vobonous Drug Dally. 

A typical example of a class of 
not well understood by the general 
publie—eases in whieh arsenic, like 
aleohol or opium, is taken aa amare 
cotie or a -fimulant -is detailed by Dr. 
T DP. Crothers. An English veterinary 
surgeon and trainer, who had a greatly 
exaggerated fear of death, had come. 
menced the taking of arsenic inthe belief 
thatit wonld protect him against disease, 
He had continued it on account. of its 
xtimulative properties, and consulted 
the doctor only afzer the ill ellects of 
the habit had manifested) themselves. 
Up to D880 he was in) good health and 
did his work well, although he was 
then taking from one to two drams of 
Fowler's solution of arsenic every day 
or second day on account of exhatus- 
tion and ‘bad feeling?’ For fonr 
vears he wandered from place to place, 
doing service as oa trainer: and horse 
doctor, and during this time the use of 
arsenic had steadily inereased. until he 
was tuking three ounecs of Fowler's 
solution ina day. The ordinary dose 
of the druis tive drops three times a 
day. Tle often fannd it ditienlt to pros 
cure so large a quantiiy of solution, so 
he commenced tense the powder, of 
which he ate tifteen or twenty gtains « 
dav, 

His appearance at that time was that 
of a manin good health. His face was 
full and the skin clear and white. The 
eves were brilliant, though somewhat 
unsteady, and when talking the facial 
muscles moved inordinately. His eoun- 
tenance showed no wrinkles or marked 
lines. His walk had become deliberate 
and hesitating. and the sensibility of 
his skin was diminished. He com. 
plained of rheumatic stillness, whieh 
Was very pronounced when deprived of 
his usual lose of arsenic. At times he 
ate 2n inordinate amount of food. and 
then he would abstain from eating for 

week or more, Feros year his sleep 
had been broken by bad) dreams; he 
would wake up covered wath) perspiras 
tion, snd his ming was dilled with vagne 
and depressing fears, When he awoke 
inthe morning he felt a) sense of ex- 
haustion and pressure all over the body 
whieh steadily grew worse until tie are 
sonic was taken, One hour after tah- 
ine the drug all this bad feeling passed 
awas, aud a sense of quiet exhilaration 
prevailed, which formerly had been 
marked, but at last was shorter and 
less distinet, Breathing Deere difi- 
cult throveh any eenesal exertion bes 
fore tuking the drug, but after taking 
it no sach trouble was observed. The 
heart was disturoed functionally and 
and he complained of failure ot mem- 
ery and a general indisposition to 
work, He was always in doubt as to 
Whal course of action would be best tor 
him to pursne, and was tilled witle 
feara amd) dread oof (omistikes. pars 
ticularly when the cteets of the 
arsenic wore away. Even after taking 
the usual dose the indisposition to work 
econtinned., He could not concentrate 
his mind long on any topie at any time, 
At times he would) be very emotional, 
lauching and erying at unimportant ine 
cidents; then he would become oblivious 
to all emotion, Pride in dress and aps 
pearance seemed to furnish the only 
pleasure of his life. He would dress 
himself with great care and then pass 
hik time in a stable or on a hotel stoop, 
enzing put into space in silence. As 
the elect of the drug wore off he would 
become boastful and excitable. At such 
times his judament was bad, but when 
he had recently taken the drug his 
judgement Was generally correct. 

He was very methodical in his habits, 
taking che drag iwicee a day inseeret, 
He bathed very oft-u to take away 
strong odor of the shin. whieh wits evi- 
dently caused by the elimination of the 
arsenic. Tle was known to his come. 
panions as avers changenble, ecucntrie 
man, who. early in the morning and 
late in the afternoon, wis “hals eens? 
These and other syinptoins indicated a 
general failure of both body and mind, 
rapidly approaching dement At times 
he was alarmed. and wished to give up 
the vee ofthe dre pat others he was 
melierent. He told the doctor that if 
he contd get this drug alwaya he never 
would abstain, but he found it) ditlienlt 
to always keep a supply. 

An impression pres ails among many 
medical men of large practice that the 
seeret use of arsenic is rapidly inereas« 
ing. The peeuliar toleranee of this 
drug in some eases suegests the recuse 
larity of its use as a stimmlant or nares 
cotic.— London Journal of Lucbricty.

It 
exists tnter the form of colorless 
prismatic crystals, soluble in’ aleohol 
and ether. ft possesses antipyretic and 
antiseptic properties similar to those of 
salieviie acid. Tt alyoinereases arterial 
tension, It has, however, a mild tonle 

fect in large doses, for when it was 
injected in large quantities into the 
veins of animals. epileptiform con- 
vulsions were caused. tt has been em- 
ployed with snecess as an antiseptic in 
the treatment of wounds, and seems, 
When employed in this way. to exert 
HO poisonons effect. — Medica.

so sure as the sun shines in the heay- 
ens, so sure Is John Wilkes Booth 
dead. I, myself, saw him buried, 
saw and examined his body before it 
was laid in itstinal resting place. He 
carried marks upon his body known 
only to bis faruily and Intimate 
friends, and these inarks were iden 
tified by his family. We all know 
that the last act of his life was wrong. 
We also know that we should not 
judge. We know not the why or 
wherefore, but It is my opinion that 
those of us who live long enough will 
yet learn that, although it was John 
Wilkes Booth’s hand that struck the 
fatal blow that ended a guood man's 
life, yet It was those in high author- 
ity who were the head of adiabolical 
conspiracy, the result of which steep:

posed to be Reamses Hil. The work- 
Tien’s quarter sent a deputation on the 
28th of December to Hatnekin. the 
keeper of banks, and to several priests 
of Ihe necropolis. The speaker of the 
deputation spoke as follows: 

“Behold. we are face lo face with 
famine. We have neither nourish- 
ment, nor oil, nor vestments. We 
have no tish, we have no vegelables. 

have already sent a petition to our 

‘reign Lord the Pharaoh, praying 
him to give ns these things, and we 
now adilress The Governor, in) order 
that he may give us wherewithal to 
live.” 

These facts took place on the 27th of 
December (lirst day of the month of 
Vybi). The general distribution of 
whet was then evidently due to the 
workmen, bnt why it did not take place 
isnot known. Perhaps the individual 
who should have distributed the food 
waa absent. Whatever was) the 
eause oof delay. the need was 
urgent, and Hatnekin, with — the 
priests present. either touched 
with compassion orto prevent the afvrir 
from reaching the ears of the Governor 
of the necropolis, xeeorded one day's 
rations. How the workmen lived in 
the days following Is net reeorle in 
the papyrus; but some weeks afterward 
they were in full revolt. Three times 
they foreihly emerged from their qtr 
ters, notwithstanding the walls which 
surrounded them and the gates which 
closed them in. We will not reaurn,” 
eried a kneftu do the police sent in pur- 
suit of them. “Go tell your chief what 
we tell you; it is famine whieh speaks 
by ont inouths.. To argne with them 
Was useless. Thera was creat agita- 
tion.’ writes the Superintendent in his 
day-booh. "Tl gave them the strongest 
answer To conld imagine, bat. their 
words were trhe and eame from their 
hearts.” 

They were quieted by a distribution 
of half-rations, but ten days later they 
were tp again.

OUR COINAGE. 


The Free-nad-Enasy O1d-Tloe Wints of the 
Republic. 

The very earliest coin struek for 
America was a brass shilling, for the 
Bormuada or Summer Islands, in’ 1612. 
On the obverse was a bow and the 
“Summer fstind.’’ with the 
value, XTd. On the reverse was a ship 
under sail tiring a enn. In 1652 Massa 
chusetts coined the Pine Tree shilling. 
lohu Hull was mintemaster, and the 
Mint stood on hls land in Boston. “The 
first pieces struck were mere plauchets, 
stamped on one side N.E. and on the 
other wilh the value, Xild, Wid, Hd. 
October 19, 1652. the Pine ‘Tree money 
was coined. On the obverse was a pine 
tree inelosed by a double ring, contain- 
ing the legend: “Masathusetts ing” and 
on the reverse a double ring and “New 
England, An. Dom., with the date in 
figures and the denomination oceupying 
the licld within the inner cirele. ‘Ten 
years later a twopenny picee was added 
to the list. This coinage was discon- 
tinned in 1686, but strately it all bears 
the date 1652 on the shillings, sinpences 
and thrippenees, while all the two- 
pennies are dated 1662. 

Virginia in 1773 had a well-exeented 
Copper Comagce. 

In the reign of George TL. 2 coinage 
was issnell fur America by Great 
Britain. ‘The pieces were known as 
‘Rosa Americanas,”’ and were of a 
mixed metal, resembling brass. 

In 1743, a silversmith in’ Annavolis, 
Md... began the manufaeture of shillings. 
sixpences and threepences. The 
shiling hed on the obyerse two clasped 
hands and the Tewend el Chalmers, 
Annapolis.” ‘The tieblon the reverse 
has in one part oa serpent and in 
another two birds holding a) branch in 
their beaks. 

During the period of the Confeder:- 
tion, 1778-1787, the power to coin 
Money was vesterl not only in the 
Tederal Congress, but in’ the several 
States. Many of them took advantag > 
of it to issue copper coins. In) dane, 
1785, Vermont gave to Reuben Earimon 
the right to make copper money for 
that State tor two vears. He started 
mint at Rupert, and anade cents that 
bore an all-secing eve and the legend: 
“Vermont ensinm [espnblies.” 

In 1735 Connectiont granted to Top. 
kins, Hillhense and Goodrieh the rient 
tocoin ten thotsand pounds of copper 
cents. and on this appenred a female 
Jignre, witha stailand olive branch, 
which, modified, sanpeared on later 
silver coins alter the adoplion of the 
Constitntion, 

New Jersey eeanied the right to cain 
to Mould. Goodsby and Cox. "Phe fiim 
quarceled, and two of them started au 
other mint, so that two were ran, and 
hetween them produecd £10,000 in 
copper cents. Phese coins bute 2 
horse's Head anda plow. 

October 17. 1785. Massachusetts or. 
dered the csteblishrient of a0 imint to 
coin gold. silver and copper. and 
Joshta Witheral was aathorized to pro- 
vide the necessary facilities. No cold 
nor silver was issucd, however. ‘The 
copper ceuts and half eents produced 
bore the first image of the eagle grasp- 
ing a bunch of arrows. 

In 1874 Mr. Jelferson made a report 
to the Congress whieh fixed the decitnal 
system. and provided) for the issue by 
the Federal government of four coins, 
viz: A gold piece of $10 valuc, a silver 
dolar, a dime, or tenth of a dollar, sil- 
ver, and oa hnadredth of a dollar in 
copper. The contract for copper coin- 
uve was let to Mr. larvis, te make 
three hnndred tons of the same. ‘Phis 
copper cent bore the words: *Mind 
Your Business.’ whieh gave it The 
mime of the ‘Franklin Cent. “Phese 
words were tot anthorized by law. 
The lirst deposit of gold bullion for 
coinage at the [nited States Mint was 
on February 12, 1796. Ti was tnade by 
Moses Brown, a Boston inerehaut. wad 
mnonnted to 

The tirst gokl coins atde were THt 
halfeeagles. dy 31. 1795. The lirst 
delivery of enales wes of 10 pieees, oi 
the ved of the following September. 
Phe first coinage of quartec cagtes was 
delivered in 1796. The dirst: dvposit: of 
silker bullion was duly 18. 2794. made 
by the Bank of Marviend, and eon 
sisted of French cots, amounting to 
880,715.05. The first silver coins were 
delivered Oetober Toth of that veus. 
consisting of 1.768 dollars. There wes 
a small coinage of half-dimes. by 1790 
the dime and quarter-dollar were added 
to the silver coinage. The half-dolar 
appeared in 1807, 

The coinage of the silver dollar was 
suspended in TXOh and was net) ree 
stmed until P8386. In Sob the three. 

tpicce was added to the coinage. 

. With the various miekel coins. 
completes the list of coins issued by the 
Federal Mints. Phe shilling and six- 
andea-quarter cent pieces were never 
coined by the United States. A great 
many experimental picees have been 
issued that were not of che authoriaed 
coingge. The shillings and sixpences 
coined by the States were long in cir- 
eukation, but we have not seen one curs 
rent for more than thirty ycars.—.tte 
California,

TEA CAKES.— Rab one henped ten- 
spoonful of baking pewder Into a 
pound of tlour, Add two ounces of 
butter also robbed in, a quarter ob iv 
pound of sugar and two oubees of 
currants, Mix it with two 
beaten and stirred) inte half pint of 
butter-inilk or new milk, Roll out. 
make of the quantity six tea cekes 
Bake ina moderate oven, and when | 
half done wash over with tie yolk of 
ab egg beaten up with a teaspoonf 
of milk. These tea cakes are very | 
nice cut in siiees and buttered cold | 
for lea. 

STUFFED Eaas.--Thia i¢ a gon 
break fast dish, Cut some bard boiled 
eggs in huives; take out the yolk and | 
mash it smoothly with an equal 
quantity of giated ham, a little pars 
ley, pepper and salt to taste, anil a} 
sinall lump of fresh butter, Fill the | 
cup-like whites of the ezgs with this 
mixture, pour over them a little 
melted butter and heat in the oven, 
Serve with euch half egg placed on a 
neat square of bread nicely fried In | 
butter. 

INDIAN MEAL GRUEL.—Boil one 
pint of water in a sauce: pan, put one- 
half teaspoon salt init, mix two even 
tablespoons meal with enough cold 
water to stnooth and thin it, stir thi- 
tIntothe boiling water. Boil gently 
stir carefully halfan hour, and ade 
teaspoon of so of creem or milk il 
Jiked. Boil up after milk is added. 

SUGAR CANDY.—One pound white 
sugar, one half pint: equal quantitie~ 
vinegar and water (one-fourth pint of 
each} a plece of hutter, size ofan egg. 
boil twenty minutes and pull, Flavor 
with lemon, if you chonse. 

Monasses CANDY.—Two cups of 
molisses, one cup sugar,one teaspoon 
butter, one tablespoon vinegar, stir | 
ina pinch of soda as you take it from } 
the flre, pull until white. 
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To REMOVE DaNDRUFF.—Take ol | 
Dorox one drach'n, rose water cue 
half pint, tincture of cantharides one. | 
half drachm, cologne water nehanlt | 
pint. Mix and apply night and | 
morning. 

When putting away the silver tea | 
or coffee pot, Which is not used every | 
day, lay a little stick across (he top 
ander the cover. This will allow | 
fresh air to get in and prevent must- | 
tness of the contents, familiar to hotel 
and boarding-house sufferers. 

Save tea leaves from the table, and | 
steep them for half an hour, Strain 
and use the water to wash all var- | 
nished puint. It remoyes spots, and | 
gives a fresh and new appearance. 

Many good laundresses advise 
soaping linen in warm water the] 
night previous to washing, as facili- | 
tating the operation, and less friction 
being required. 

Soking calico just previous to the | 
first washing in a strong solution of 
either salt or alum, is excellent to

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PUBLIC LANDS. 


Rullngs of Con mlsioner Sparkes of 
Interest tc: Settlers. 


Commissioner Sparks has recently 
made a ruling which is probabby des- 
tined to have an important intlucaee 
upon the course of transactions in ptb- 
lie lands. He has decided, in substane, 
that the commutation of a homesteyd 


isin efYeet and in law a turning of the 
entry into a pre-emption, se cy, 

is dnoval When the etaimant had pre. 
viously had the benetit of the Pre- 
emption law. Since the passage of the 
Homestead law it has beeome the al- 
most universal practice for settlers to 
secure claims under both that and the 
Pre-enption law. in addition to whieh 
they have usually taken the benefit of 
the Timber Culture law. thus aggre- 
gating, under the three laws, a maxi- 
mum estate of four hundred and eighty 
acres to each settler. 

It has been customary to take up tho 
pre-ciupuion and “tree claim" at once, 
and after the lapse of the shortest nee- 
essary interval to mortgzge the former 
for enough to pay the Government 
price of it, when, having secured title, 
the settler was at liberty to move away 
and take the benclit of the Homestead 
law. The ruling of the Commissioner 
is calculated to put an end to this prac- 
tice, It leaves the settler still the right 
to secure cither a pre-emption or a 
homestead in’ addition to his ‘tree 
claim.’ and, as faras the ruling itself 
goes, it leaves him the right to seeure a 
pre-emption claim in the usual way, 
and then secure a homestead by livine 
upon the land tive years. But the lat. 
ter right General Sparks does not 
coneede, It has been stated that he 
has made a ruling to the effeed 
that no person is entitled to the 
benefits of both pre-emption and 
the Homestead law. ‘This is incorrect, 
no such ruling having been made. 
There is reason to believe, however, 
that when this question comes before 
him in a way to demand a formal rul- 
ing on the subject he will hold that in 
passing the llomestead law Congress 
intended only to give a choice to set- 
tlers of limited means, by affording 
them a method of obtaining one hun- 
dred and sixty acres of land without 
other outlay than the payment of the 
customary fees in place of purchasing 
under the Pre-emption law. Such a 
ruling, he says, would be in concur. 
rence with the views which have in- 
spired the movement in Congress to re 
peal the Pre-emption law outright, and 
should the Timber Culture law be re- 
pealed would have the effect of restrict- 
ing the area obtainable by a) single 
claimant to one-quarter section. 

General Sparks holds that the two 
laws—the Homestead and Pre-emp- 
tion—standing together and — inter 
preted as they have heretofore been, 
offer temptation to fraud and place a 
premium on it. Phe hope of serving a 
second claim is held) oue by the law as 
an inducement to make the settlement 
and improvements upon the first claim 
of the most temporary and inexpeusive 
character, simply designed to make a 
false show of good faith and to “swear 
by," as immediately after final proof or 
commutation as the ease may be, the 
are to be abandoned and another resi 
denee established on claim number two. 
General Sparks holds that if: Congress 
designed to give the same settler” the 
bencit of both laws, it would not have 
imposed upon him the requirements to 

stablish a temporary home in one 
place only to be abandoned for another 
within a few months. Should the rul- 
ing indicated as probable never be 
made, that already made, prohibiting 
commutation of homestead claims by 
persons who have previously been pre- 
emptors, will still, he believes, have an 
important result in preventing, to a 
consideyable extent, speeulation in 
elaims. ‘The obligation to live tive 
years upon aclaim is atest of good 
faith to which only actual farmers, who 
desire the land) for their own cultiva: 
tion, care toaubmit.— Washington Letter.

INCINERATION, 


The Process of Cremation as Observed In 
the Laucaster Crematory. 

The body was couveyed to the retort 
by means of a cast-iron cradle like n 
coftin in shape. Perhaps a better idea 
of it may be obtained by calling ita 
cage of cast-iron bars, whieh are abont 
six inches apart. Wrought-iron was 
the ninterial first used, but the intensity 
of the heat so warped the frame, or 
cage, that it was found impossible to 

reserve its form. Before placing the 
ody in this cradle, a sheet, saturated 
with a solution of alum, is placed on 
the bottom of the receptacle, and the 
ends of the sheet extending over the 
sides so as to be folded over and around 
the body. {n an ddjoining room, 
known as the undertaker’s room, the 
coffin in which the body is brought to 
the “crematorium” (as the house is 
ealled in Laneaster,) is opened, and all 
superfluous clothing is removed from 
the corpse. It is particularly necessary 
to remove buttons and other metallie 
substances from the clothing, to avoid 
the assimilation of foreign substances 
with the ashes of the beds. Maving 
been properly prepared for delivery to 
the retort, the body was then conducted 
tu and placed in the e Wheel rested 
Hep a wheeled truek. ‘The loose ends 
of the alum-soaked sheet were then 
folded over the body, and the truck was 
pushed to the front of the retort. An 
vortimity was offered for whatever 
funeral service nave 
sired. but none had been requested or 
desired, and none were held. 

The retort had been heated to a tem- 
perature estimated to be about 
degrees. (It is not clear what 
former experiments were on which 
this estimate is based.) One man 
opened the large iron door of the retort 
and two others pushed the iron eage 
containing the body into fieree white 
heat of the retort. ‘Thistransfer of the 
enge and hody from the truek to. the 
flat fire-clay surfaee of the retort occu- 
pied only thirty seconds. “The body 
Was in the retort—an arched receptacle 
that was nine feet long, three feot wide 
and thirty inches high. Against the 
outer surface of this tire-brick structure. 
known as the retort, tierce little jets of 
tlame were pressing, unseen, forecd by 
means of a blower, whieh also applied 


the 
its blast to the furnace, and distributed 
the heat as equally as possible to all 
parts of the retort, and maintained the 
intensity of the temperature as long as 
was desired. The action of the heat 
upon the body, as seen through a little 

| slide in the door, was, first, to foree 
out all the moisture in it ~fatty oils or 
aqueous partieles—and to convert these, 
as wellas the moisture of the alum- 
water sheet. into a dense cloud of 
vapor, which filled the retort and for 
awhile hid the body from view. The 
alum-soaked sheet saved the body from 
instant injury by the heat, in the act of 
decomposing it in the retort. and left it 
to the regulated action of the intense 
heat after it had been properly placed. 
As the vapor-eloud dissinated. the out- 
lines of the body could be seen imper- 
fectly detined under the glowing sheet 
—which, in the absence of outside air, 
and in the asbestos-like effeet of the 
alum, still preserved its general form, 
even while it

What was revealed, when the vapor 
vleared, was a scene of ineandeseence, 
an intensely brilliant light, that could 
only be compared to the are of an 
electric light. Once or twice there was 
a quick flash of even an intenser jight 
in the midst of that Shadrach furnace— 
the bit of flame lasting but a second, of 
some last exeaping gas. 

And there the body lay, a deeper 
heart of fire. in the midst of all that 
flameless but dazzling heat, than any 
that one ever sees in’ the red central 
“core of heat” in the heart of a nearly 
consumed oak log ina great hearth-tire. 
Its vaguely defined) outline could be 
seen, but what was the body and what 
was the sheet could hardly be told. 
where all was) one integral body of 
flameless tire. 

One hour sufficed, in all prooability, 
to reduee the body to ashes. Tt is au 
error to suppose that these ashes are all 
literally fine ashes; some of the remains, 
as a hip bone, for example, remain, in 
ash-elike condition, but not disinte- 
grated, in sizes perhaps from three to 
four inches, aud to thoroughly pulverize

The time required to cool the retort 
ig about twenty hours. ‘This must be 
done by a thoroughly natural process, 
and without letting in eold air, or the 
retort would be injured if) not ruined. 
After the cooling had been aecom- 
plished, the whole interior of the retort 
is Scraped with a stiff steel brush, to 
collect all the ashes and all the residue 
of combustion. Then, to insure the 
extraction of particles of iron, which 
have Haked off the iron cage, a power- 
ful magnet is applied to the particles, 
and the metallje parts are separated 
and removed.—Martford Times.

Description of w Combat Between Two 


Turaged Elephants. e 

Few people have ever had the oppor- 
thinity of witnessing a battle between 
two mile elephants, or “tuskers.”" so 
ealled; but who bave had the

FRENCH HUSBANDS. 


American Wedding Ceremonles Wate No 
Kecognition in France. 

United States Consul Wilson,  ste- 
tioned at Nice, Franee, makes the fol- 
lowing grave report on an evil that 
should be corrected: 

“1 desire to call the attention of the 
department to this subject in the hope 
that some mode may be found to pre- 
vent citizens of the United States marry- 
ing French citizens from being unwit- 
tingly entrapped, that is the right 
word, into making a marriage which is 
good enough in se United States, or 
where made, but is a mock marriage in 
France. 

“It seems to me this matter calls for 
the intervention of the Government, 
for 2 Government can have no higher 
duty to its citizens than to throw such 
protection around them as that they 
may not be thus entrapped, or, if they 
will marry, that it will not be done in 
the belief that the marriage. because 
iulid according to the Jaws of his or 
her own country, the United States, 
where it is performed, is therefore valid 
ii France, the country of which the 
other party is a citizen. Taat these 
things occur and are productive of 
reat misery to American ¢itizens who 
are ina condition least able to bear it, 
ix, alas. too mauifest in the number of 
American (and English) women gvho 
tre in France, the cast-off and &lis- 
charged wives of Frenehmen. [do but 
state a fact well known to everybody, 
except, apparently, to those gids Gnd 
their parerts or guardians) who are 
vbout to marry Frenchmen, and tie 
minister of the Gospel authorized to 
marry them, 

“TL regard it as useless to attempt to 
niike any treaty or other arrangement 
vith the Freneh Govermaent by which 
ail inarriages made in’ the United 
Mates, even though in striet accord. 
seen wth its Tus, ehall bere he reed 
uived as legal. 

“The customs and uw of France and 
its const isms coneerning the etat 
evil of its citizens, the nece-sity for 
publicity of the mari and the ope 
portunity reqhired to preyent it if es 
sal, together with the reeogniaed ane 
thority of the parent over the family, 
are too strong to be overborne and set 
aside in order to do justice to those fore 
eigners who may have put their foot in 
it by marrying citizens in’ another 
country 

“Another reason exists why no are 
rangement ean ever be made with 
Franee. Frenchmen, as well as some 
others, are shocked at the rapidity and 
flippaney, not to mention the clandes- 
tinity, with which marriages are not 
infrequently contracted in’ the United 
States. They do not believe they are 
or ought to be valid. 

“A> clandestine acquaintance — or 
courtship, ending in a ranaway match, 
inaugurated with a ladder and a lan- 
tern, a midnight flight, a hurried mar- 
riage en deshabille, and 2 furious 
father arriving a few minutes too late 
—to call this a valid marriage may do 
inthe United States, but to ask the 
law of France to do so would be to ask 
impossibilities. It would be regarded 
ns but a youthful escapade, not a seri- 
ous matter, one to be overlogked and 
excused, and his family would justify 
and protect him when, after having 
sown his wild oats, got tired of eating 
husks in a foreign land, he returns to 
his home to take his proper place 
among them. 

“The objects of the institution of 
marriage are so diffenent in’ the two 
econntries that their different customs 
can not he reconciled. 

“In France the patriarehial theory 
prevails to a great extent, and the fame 
ily more than the individual is the unit. 
Family councils are reeognized by law, 
whieh have and exercise ax complete 
jurisdiction over the movements and 
fate of individuaia as ever did a Court 
of Chaneery. Accordingly the prime 
object of marriage, after French ideas 
and customs, is the foundation of a 
family. The happiness of the contract- 
ing parties, or their love for cach other, 
ix a secondary consideration, The ar- 
rangements of a marriage are made and 
its suitability deereed by the heads of 
the two respective families. 

“Pam aware that this is a matter 
within the jurisdiction of each State, 
but italso is within the jurisdiction of 
the [nited States in its government of 
the Disiriet of Columbia. If T saggest 

remedy it will be because of the grav- 
ity of the ease und the evils flowing 
from the mixed ‘marriages, and above 
all because of the apparent nneon- 
sciousness of the parties contracting as 
well as celebrating the marriage. 

“The remedy: Congress should pave 
the way for State legislation by inform- 
ing them of the condition of the French 
law. This might be done by an_ enact 
ment, reciting ina preamble the evils 
to be ecorreeted, and. as the task of 
educating every minister of the Gospel 
and other person authorized to solemn. 
ize marriages among the migratory 
population of the District of Columbia 
would probably be hopeless, it would 
seem best to make it the duty of the 
Clerk of the District Supreme Court, 
now charged with the issuance of the 
necessary license, to examine every ape 
plicant, requiring both parties to an- 
swer under oath jf need be the required 
questions, whieh might be printed on 
tie back of the license, giving full par- 
tieulars concerning birth. former mar- 
riage, and, if deemed necessary, nitions 
ality, ete. Then, if cither party is 
shown to be a French citizen, provide 
that the license shall not issue until it 
has been satisfaetorily ascertained that 
all the formalities required by the 
Freneh law have been eomplied with. 
lo facilitate this.a certitieate from the 
Minister or Const, such as is now ad- 
muited in England, might be arranged 
and agreed upon between the two Gove 
crnimeuts.

DRAINAGE. 


A Branch of the Art of Cultivation Not 
Generally Understood. 

A writer in the book *Cassell’s Popu- 
lac Gitdening.”’ discourses yery sens- 
bly upon the importance of drainage, 
a discovery, he says, in the art of cults- 
vation whose theory and practice are 
as yet most imperfectly understacd. 
Most thai is known on the subject, not 
only by the general public, but even by 
those who live upon and by the land, 
is that drainage isa short and casy 
method of laying wet land dry, This 
is far less ti. uo half the truth. | Other 
portions of it may be stated thus: 
drainage keeps land moist and warm, 
and by setting or keeping the water it 
contains, or receives, in motion, invests 
it with solvent powers and nutritive 
functions of the most valuable char- 
aeter. Water at rest—that is, stagnant 
—kills, by drowning out all the pro- 
ductive furee of even the best land. 
Water in) motion develops and aug. 
ments the fertility of the very poorest 
soils, whilo it unlocks and adds to the 
food stores already existing in the 
richest, and best. 

Cultivators of fields and gardens 
alike have been too much in the habit 
of looking upon water as a nuisance to 
be rid of at any cost. Grasping the 
bread fact that drainage bad trans- 
formed some of the worst lands into 
Mie best. they have run their drains 
where they were not needed, and have 
been vastly astonished at their failures. 
Water that was in the process of being 
gradually, but surely, drained off by 
nature, through her myriad outlets into 
the subsoil, carrying enrichment with 
itat every stage of its journey, wes 
hurried off through new channeis—the 
drains—into the nearest diteh or river, 
and nature’s machinery for the amelios 
ration and enrichment of the land thus 
rudely stopped. Almost the tirst step 
to the Comprehension of the true theo- 
ry and practice of drainage is recogni- 
tion of the faet that water in motion, 
the free gift of nature, is the most 
powerful and beneficent of all natural 
forces, to be utilized to the uttermost. 
It is the eullivator’s eapital—sinews of 
war—in the Liberation and utilization 
of the natural force of the soil, and 
Bhould, therefore, be skilfully used. 
Like other capital, it is apt to run into 
aggregates, aecumulate into masses, 
and the land drainer’s object and sim 
should be to effeet its more equal 
distribution. In very few loealities 
in this country is there really 
much excess of water for cultural 
purposes. The evil lies in its 
condition, not itt amount. Give it mo- 
tion, and in not a few gardens, es- 
pecially those devoted to the culture of 
vegetables. the more water the better. 
‘Nor is this to be wondered at, for water 
fis not only the builder up of vegetation, 
Dut it also constitutes from eighty to 
minety per cent, of the materials —being 
to a very lurge extent not only water, 
Dut stone and mortar as well) But as 
reasonably expeat # house or mansion 
to arise in the night —-when the build- 
ers nre fast asleep—as vegetation to 
thrive on water-logged Isod, In the 
Jatter case thu active agent is not only 
asleep, but dead, and only drainage ean 
restore it to life, by setting it in motion 
and marrying the water to its better 
half, that other great natural life-giving, 
constructive and solvent force, the air. 
Link these together through our drains, 
and set them out on their endless jour- 
ney of discovery and production, and 
our gardens can hardly fail to be cov- 
ered with plenty, filled with fragrance 
and adorned with beauty. 

If all this be true, and it is, then the 
true theory and practice of drainage 
may be stated thus: It lays land dry; 
it keops it moist; it makes it warm; it 
frees, distributes and adds to its wealth 
or richness; it improves its texture; it 
adda to its depth. and makes its cultiva- 
tion more easy and pleasant, as well as 
more prolitable.—N. ¥. Lribune.

It had been a handsome knife in the 
days when a liand now cold and still in 
Riverside Park was wont to grasp it. 
Even now the tortoise-shell handle, with 
its gold lining and mountings, gives 
little hint of the vicissitudes through 
which it has passed. And the inserip- 
tions: “General Grant” and «Septem- 
ber 26. 1477,” on gold plates laid into 
either side, are as legible as when the 
engraver lirst finished his work. But 
the steel, once bright as a maiden’s eye, 
keen as Yankee wit, and used tocut the 
tips from no one knows how many 
thousand cigars, is sadly rusted. The 
water of the salt Atlahtic, which creeps 
up Parker's Creek with cvery rising 
tide, has so gnawed at the edevs of the 
four blades that each resembles a min- 
iature prolile map of the Andes; aud 
one of them. like a thrico-told joke, has 
lost its point. 

One bright morning in June, 1482— 
the 27th—the Long Branch express- 
train from New York came thundering 
on the low bridge at Parker's Creek at 
the rate of forty milesan hour.

It is generally supposed that prior 
to the fight to keep President Garrett 
from building through Philadelphia 
and on to New York the relations 
between the Baltimore and Ohio and 
Pennsylvania Railway Cotmpanies 
were quite friendly, but that is a mis- 
take; nor does the trouble dale from 
the time when the Baltimore com- 
pany was refused the use of the Phil- 
adelphia, Wilmington and Baltimore | 
tracks, which was the first broad hint 
to Mr. Garrett that he would have to 
build from Baltimore to New York 
if he would make his road a New | 
York line. The first battle between | 
these giant corporations, and which 
has never been etyualed in flerceness 
since, was fought over 40 years ago 
in the Pennsylvania Legislature, and 
ran through several sessions. 

In 1842 the Baltimore road was 
completed to Cumberland and form- 
ally opened for business, but the ob- 
jective point was Pittsburg, and not 
long after the Cumberland station 
was opened surveyors were sent out 
to loeate a line across to the Yough- 
logheny river and thence down that 
stream to destination. But the moun- 
tains had not yet been crossed by the 
surveying party when Philadelphia 
was turned upside down by the story 
of an invasion of Pennsylvania by a 
foreign corporation which, if not 
driven back, would injure the aylr- 
cultural and commercial interests of 
the western part of the common- 
wealth beyond recovery, and then 
began an earnest war between two 
giant railway corporations that has 
raged more or less flercely ever since. 

Philadelphia saw that if Pittsburg 
was made a great railway centre 
right at the beginning of the intro-

jadds that attentive consideration of 
its provisions leads him to withhold

Progress of the Temperance Movement 
Raasia and Switzerland. 

That the cause of Temperance is 
making favorable progress in Kurdpe 
is evident from the recent action of 
various governments in regard to the 
sale of ardent spirits. A new liquor 
law goes into cect in Russia January 
first, Which, it is believed, will lead to 
the ciosing of 80,000 drinkin, -plices. 
The saloons will be closed and the sale 
of liquors permitted only in a lintited 
number of hotels and restaurants, from 
which a license fee of about 8825 each 
will be exacted. In places remote from 
the seat of government, where it is dif- 
ficult to exercise regular control, tho 
local authorities are invested with 
power to raise the license of saloons to 
the sum mentioned, to refuse license to 
all persons whom they dtem unfit to 
hold) them and to punish those who 
commit any infraction of it. If the 
Russian authorities enforce this law as 
rigorously as they do most others on 
their statute books it is probable that 
the evils of intemperance will be great- 
Wy diminished in Russia. Some meas- 
ure of despotic action would surely be 
quite excusable in this instance. 

The Government of Switzerland has 
also taken hold of the drink question 
in earnest. It has recently adopted an 
amendment to the Constitution which 
places the control of the liquor tratlic 
in the hands of the voters of the several 
Cantons. It provides that the net in- 
come of the Federal Government of 
Switzerland from the annual tax and the 
customs duties upon alcoholic liquors 
shall be distributed equally among 
the Cantons according to population, 
and the respeetive Cantons shall de- 
vote at least 10 per cent. of this income 
so received to further efforts for the 
suppression of intemperance. This 
amendment, it seems, is the direct re- 
sult of an extended investigation of the 
liquor traffic undertaken by the Swiss 
Federal Couneil. The report of the 
Council on the subject pas recently 
been given to the public, and the facts 
were sufliciently alarming to arouse 
the Government to immediate action. 
Statistics show that in Switzerland 
from 1877 to 1882, 251 on the average 
died yearly from alcohol poisoning. Of 
the patietts in the insane asylums, in 
the period from 1877 to 1881, 12} per 
cent. were victims of intemperate 
habits. The elect of drunkenness on 
crime was ascertained by questions ad~ 
dressed to all the local governments 
and to houses of detention. According 
to the answers received it appears that 
of 2.560 prisoners (2.173 men and 
387 women), 941 men (43 per cent.) 
and 89 women (23 per cent.) were 
habitual drunkards.  Repties to the in- 
quiries put to them were received from 
only eight penitentiaries forthe young. 
These inquiries had special reference 
to the habits of the children’s parents. 
It results from the information given 
on the subject that o0 per cent. of the 
boys aud to per cent of the girls were 
the issue of parents one or both of 
whom were given to drink. Pauper 
ism was also found to be greatly ag- 
cravatod by intemperance. In Canton 
Berne, where the authorities have given 
great attention to the matter, 12 per 
cent. of the applications for relief owed 
their indigence to intemperance. The 
proportion in Vaud was 8.7 per cent., 
and 20 per cent, of the destitute ad- 
mitted into the poor-house of the latter 
Canton in 1882 were “drinkers by pro- 
fession."—N, Y. Observer.

The Oologicat Collection at the Nattonal 
Museum at Washington. 
To count and measure forty-ty%o 
thousand eggs and center a record «¢

A young lady, 
sitting in ene of the smaller rooms ad- 
joining the exhibition halls of the Na- 
tional Museum, was engaged on such a 
seemingly endless task when a Star re- 
porter looked into her retreat the other 
day. The young lady was Miss Il. 3s. 
Perkins, the assistant to Captain Ben- 
dite, curator of the -cction of cology. 
The tern cology isadopted by scientists 
because it does not offer so many pegs 
to hang puns noon as the plain Saxon 
word, eee, and the oologist engaged 
in his absorbing work can Jabor on ine 
disturbed by the distractions of  pun- 
sters. When the exes in the collection 
at the National Mu-eum were counted

In the collection at the museum 
is a trayful of eggs of the golden eagle, 
which Miss Perkins said are rated in the 
egg collector's catalogue as worth five 
dollars apiece, The eggs get their 
value from the didiculty of capturing the 
nests of these eagles. The eges in the 
collection vary in’ size from that of the 
tiniest humming bird to the egg of the 
giant bird whose remains are found in 
Madagasear. ‘The latter bird is repre- 
sented by the cast of a fossil ere. 
collection includes many curious things, 
which have an interest even to the un- 
scientitic observer. There are a number 
of specimens of eccentric eggs laid by 
eccentric hens, which have taken very 
strange shapes, twisted and turned like 
crooked-neck squashes.

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Fire-Proof Writing Paper. 


A paper which will withstand an im- 
mense heat without rendering the writ- 
ing illegible, may be made of an asbes- 
tos body coated on one or both sides ir 
combination with a thin writing papet 
coated or impregnated with salt. The 
heat has the etfeet of forming a thin 
glaze which will combine with the as- 
bestos body. ‘The thin coating of salt 
may be applied to the paper with a 
brush or by means of a bath, and com- 
bined with the asbestos body by the use 
of a cement composed of or contain: 
ing silieale of soda, to whieh should he 
added a small portion of carbonate ol 
lime, to set the mixinre. The asbestos 
or coaline paper may be united by being 
subjected to a powerfel pressure. The 
ink used for printing oc writing on the 
lire-proof combination may be an or. 
dinary ink containing nitrate of silver; 
or, if desired, other solutions of metal 
may be used. When paper so prepared 
and written aml printed upon is sub- 
jeeted to an extreme heat, the thin sur. 
face is consumed or destroyed, leaving 
the metallic or ineombustible part ol 
the ink, whieh has penetrated or 
touched the thin paper, plainly legible 
on the asbestos body.—Paper  Trarle 
Journ,

| design is one that repeats itself in gen- 


eral outline. The tirst dressing of 
starch is then washed out and the next 
color outlined with starch and orushed 
in. Like the successive stones of a 
chromo, each color requires a different 
painting until it comes to the end, 
when only little touches of different 
colors need to be applied. The crape 
is then washed for the Inst time, joined 
in one piece and stretched on bamboo 


| frames that revolve on wooden wheels, 


Three or four workmen seated on the 
tloor where the frame is stretehed have 
their colors and brushes at hand and 
paint in the rest of the design, each one 
using but one color and then moving the 
crape along to the next man.

My camp was once invaded by fire 
It was a good place, convenient 
to wood and water, and I hated to 
leave.

They went on burrowing and building 
and exploring the surrounding country, 
and when my tent got full of them, and 
I had been bitten in about three million 
dierent places, I thought it time to 
move. The bite of the lire ant is like 
the sting of the stinging lizard. It 
hurts and makes a sore place. They 
incrense with a rapidity that is) alarm- 
ing, and the more you try to extermin- 
ate them the more numerous they be- 
come. It used to be a test of courage 
among the Comanche Indians for a 
brave to thrust his bared arm into a 
nest of fire ants and hold it there with- 
out flinching, while his companions 
went through the movements of a some- 
what complicated danee around his 
tortured body. They don't do it any 
more. Onee near Pope's Crossing, on 
the Pecos River, bt reached a village of 
tire ants and started to make a detour. 
We discovered Indian signs of recent 
date, and halted to iuvestigate. A band 
of Indians had camped on the edge of 
the ant village. and a prisoner, who 
afterward proved to be a beay hunter 
named Goggin, was atripped. bound 
hand and foot, and laid down among 
the ant hills. You can imagine his hor- 
rible sulferings. We found his bones 
and gave them a decent burial. The 
lire ant is pugnacious, and his mode af 
warfare is always aggressive. In the 
aggregate, he will attack any living 
thing, from an elephant down, kill him 
by sheer force of numbers, and devour 
all but the bones.— 7ezas Cor.

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BRAZILIAN SCHOOLS. 


The Subsidies Paid tt Seltlers by 
Government of Wrazlil. 

The school system is very meager, 
but is improving. There are two thou- 
sand public schools iu the empire for 
a population of 12,000,000 people. and 
the State expends annually 38.000,000 
for public instruction. A bill for com- 
pulsory edueation has been introduced 
into Parliament at nearly every session 
by the Government during the Inst few 
years, but has not vet beeome ao law. 
There is a taste and inclination for ed- 
ueation among the upper classes, but 
nothing is ever done for the slaves in 
this respect beyond the littl attention 
they receive from the priests. 

There are several institutions for 
higher education; several schools of 
medicine, of law, civil engineering and 
mining. A normal school for the edu- 
eation of teachers, a conservatory of 
music, 2 school of line arts, an institute 
for the blind and another for the deaf 
and dumb, several reformatory schools, 
and also an Imperial Industrial School 
founded by Dom Pedro upon the plan 
“Cooper Institute,” of New 
York, the suggestion for it being de- 
rived from his visit to that place while 
in the United State.* There is also a

} bureau of colonization and immigration 


in the Department of Agriculture, and 
as an inducement to settlers, Govern- 
ment offers them free subsistence and 
shelter at the  boarding-house in 
Rio De Janeiro during the time 
that it is necessary for them to 
wait. The settlr is also piven free 
transportation with his baggage from 
Rio to any part of the country and can 
purchase land on credit, the first pay- 
meut to be made at the end of the sec. 
ond year and four payments during the 
succeeding four years, with a discount 
of twenty per cent. for cash. A dona- 
tion of necessary implements and seeds 
is given by the Acricultural Depart- 


} iment for the first: season and an allow- 


ance of twenty-iiv: cents a day for 
each adult and ten cents for exch child 
during the lirst six months after settle- 
ment until the land they oceupy can be 
made to produce. ‘The cost of the land 
ix now eight to sixteen dollars an acre. 
There are now twelve colonies under 
the care of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, comprising a population of sixty- 
two thousand people, mostly German. 
The number of immigrants arriving in 
the country amounts to from forty to 
fifty thousand a year and is slowly in- 
creasing.—Rio Cor. Chieaga Inter 
Ocean.

FOUR CENTS A DOZEN. 


What Is Paid for Making Pocket Handker- 
chiefs and Shirts. 


Among the thousands of toilers in 
this buay city there is a class of female 
workers who earn the most miserabl. 
pittances, and while organized trades 
and labor unions are inoving for ro- 


form and seeking to better their 
rondition. these poor women have 


po prospeet of increasing their pay. 
Jue young woman, in charge of the 
workroom in an up-town dry goods 
tore, said that four cents a duzet) was 
said for cutting and hemming pocket 
handkerchiefs, and two cents per dozen 
for smoothing and folding them. One 
ood worker can do twelve dozen a day 
—forty-cight cents. Equally low prices 
are paid for shirts and ladies’ under- 
arments, 

Most of the labor is done at home by 
young women who live with poor par- 
ents, but they work long hours and 
eke out a rather miserable existenee. 
The competition is carried on in under- 
garments to such an extent that em- 
ployers endyavor to obtain work at the 
very lowest wages and dictate such 
terns as they see lit. As low as four 
cents is paid for the sewing ona shirt, 
and these garments are sold unlaun- 
dried at the low tigure of eighty cents 
each, while the actual cost, including 
labor, material and cutting, is twenty- 
five cents. Sueh garments are sold iu 
dry goods stores at much lower prices 
than in the fashionable furnishing 
goods houses, where the prices 
doubled, but as long as work is ¢: 
to the homes of the sewers there is no 
prospect that better priees will be paid. 

The same trouble has been experi- 
enced in the cloakmaking snd dress. 
making trad, where garments are car. 

jried home after shop hours, and the 
the workingmen and women sew into 
the morning hours to earn wv few cents 
additional to the wages earned by the 
man in the dowu-town shop.— WY.

The vatu> of buttermilk is not as 
much appreciited. ag it deserves to be, 
As a beverage itis so much esteemed, 
that ithas now a reeognized place in 
the ian nee aud ie Lesely used 
by pha sicinus in chest and lung ail- 
ments. A proper and constant use of 
it will greatly reduge, and sometimes 
eure the craving for aleoholie liquors, 
with which mans persons are allicted; 
go thatit may be well for the apostles 
of total abstinence to make use of this 
beverage to assi<t those who have been 
addicted to the nse of liquor. ave it 
near at hand. and when the craving is 
felt for Equer. drink halt a tumber of 
buttermilk. The erevine will be «itis. 
fied, and the system hepelited and 
strengthened instead of weakened. 

Phere are many ood effoots from the 
frepire of buttermilk, tt alone will 
often: remedy any xeidity of the 
stomaeh. The lactic acid, needed by 
mimy persons is supplicd by it, much 
more than by any other known dpink 
or food. One very important efeet of 
buttermilk is said to be the alleviation 
of the oppression around the heart that 
so many old) persons sutfer from, aud 
it ahould always be constantly drank 
by them. Ou farins itis often fed to 
the hogs, as most persons are not 
aware of its value as food. This isa 
waste, as it is too valuable a material 
to be so usedt.— The Household.

THE HOME. 


Errors Commitced by Vecll-Mrunilnog Paes 
evils in Ibe Edacation of Children, 

There is no subject in whieh mane 
kind i: so deeply interssted as that of 
the home. It is the foundation of in- 
dividual and social prosperity and the 
foundation of all the evils that atliet 
miinkined, ‘This paradox is not ditticult 
toestablish. If is not questioned at 
ai that the homes of vies and ignores 
ance send out the material that drifts 
so steadily toward our prisons, scafs 
folds and alinshegses. But such homes 
ure not the only sources of such an un- 
fortunate supply. Unfortunately -and 
there is where the great dillieulty lies 
—it is not at all realized that some of 
the most respectable and even Chris 
tian homes are as bad as any homes 
we have, so far as the training of fu- 
ture men and women is concerned; 
and yet parents can not understand it. 
Their boys and girls go out into the 
world and go to the bad as rapidly and 
easily as those that come from less fa- 
vored homes. What is the reason? 
While admilting that) there are excep. 
tions to all rules, and confessing 
that Satan vis apparently born 
in some children and never gets 
out of them, it is a solemn 
fact that thousands of well-meaning 
parents are ‘utterly imcompetent to 
bring up a child. Many times they 
seem utterly to fail to comprehend 
their responsibility, and other times 
while realizing this, they have no apti- 
tude for government. The child” is 
consequently spoiled, and what do we 
mean by that? Spoiling may exist in 
diferent degrees, but may combine 
any or all of the following: Lach of 
respeet for mankind and the gentler 
characteristies of  htwman characters 
disregard for authority, and if there is 
a disregard for parental authority, we 
must not be surprised if in after years 
there shall be a disregard) for govern- 
mental authority; «a thorough belief 
that a professed regard for the princi- 
ples of justice is hypocritical and a bee 
lief that might makes right, 

All this may be drilled into the mind 
of the child without the parents hardly 
Knowing it, and it will be unless the 
porentis: studtowsty careful in all that 
he does or sass before the child, 1f 
the mother and father are so forgetful 
of their inffacnee ss never to hesitate to 
enter upon a wordy warfare of crimi- 
nation and reerimination in) the pre -- 
ence of their child. they must not es. 
peet that he will conceive any great 
respect for mankind. When those 
from whom beexpeet- the inost descend 
tothe level of brails. his esthuale of 
human character will be low, and he 
will never be able to raise it in all his 
life. No ditference how loving they 
may be to each other in the intervals 
between the qnarrels; no difference 
how devout they may be at the family 
altar or elsewhere, the harsh jarring 
words and ouneharitable opinions 
at the times of  disazreement will 
brush away the child's good opinions 
as tae broem removes the cobs 
web. Right at this very point he cons 
evives a contempt for his kind which 
he may not then understand, but which 
will develop into 2 well) matured esti- 
mate. And with that contempt comes 
an disrespeet for human authority, both 
in and ont of tin home. ‘This disre- 
speet ix inereased by loose parents] 
fovernment. whieh does net insist upon 
prompt and full obedience to all prover 
commands, and ise quialy inereased bya 
demand for obcdi -ree to commands one 
judiciously mace ae commands (rat 
never should be jaade. Tt is 2 comis 
mon weakness of iankind to have too 
much government. ‘That weakness. bes 
gins in the heme and extends in every 
direction. Inomany a home the child 
has no freedom or pesec. It can not 
move without being reproved. 1 it 
mitkes ao onedsc, it is commanded 
to be still: if it) goea here 
it is told to) go away. and if it 
goes there it is ordered away. Ht is come 
mand ofterconmmand from morning une 
til night, and nine-touth. of the time 
there is no necdo? ony command ot all. 
The parent ourht never tedssae a conte 
mand unfess it is ov -otitely necessary, 
and then he -hould . aeree ohedionces 
and he certanaty te. should punish 
the child matess ther is some well-de- 
fined object. of punishment. Children 
often do a thing that they will never do 
againmas long as they live beeause it 
may be of such a character that they 
will probably never have another op- 
portunity to do it. Now, what is the 
rule under such circumstances? In the 
average home that child will get a 
whipping. What for? Vor revenge. 
That is allthereis to it. A great bie 
cowardly man is mad. and without any 
system in his government, he whips a 
httle powerless, dependent child. hee 
cause he ean whip it, and because he is 
unlit to be a father. Ibis a very poor 
way to teach the child respeet for man 
or miun’s government. Instead of site 
ting down quietly with the little offen- 
der and showing him that through his 
carelessness —we are not supposing that 
what he did was willfully aud) offen. 
sively done—hnas been very displeasing, 
and an injury to a friend who loves him 
very deeply, and thusstriving to induce 
him always to think of and regard his 
father’s feelings, that father does the 
ee thing that will make the child 
less careful of his father’s feelings and 
Interests. 

And this heedlessness on the part of 
parents extends in verious directions, 
to the great infury of the disposition of 
the child, The parent's authority and 
power are absolute. “There is no appeal, 
unless the g. cernment becomes cognis 
zunt of abuse of the child. There isa 
temptation, therefore, to he tyrannical, 
not always for the purpose of being 
tyrannical, but because there is no ne- 
cessity of exactly bulaneing the seale of 
justice when dealing with children. 
But the parent from the least to the 
most important interference with the 
liberty of the child should measure his 
vet by the standard of justice. Itis 
the absolute right of the child to be 
perfectly free as long aa he docs him- 
sclf and no one else: harm.— esters 
Rural.
